BARCELONA OVERWHELMED 



Villages on Coast Destroyed 
By Tidal Waves and 
Landslides 



London, Jan. 30. — A special despatch 
received from San Sebastian, Spain, 
says that a terrible earthquake has 
devastated several towns ami villages 
in south and southeastern Spain. 

A tidal wave partially submerged 
the coast near Barcelona, ami a great 
landslide at Ceuta buried the village 
of Honiara and several hundred In- 
habitants. 

News from Malaga says that many 
houses were destroyed, also several 
villages In tlio vicinity. 

A despatch from Tarrassa says that 
Barcelona has been overwhelmed by 
a tidal wave. The. loss of life is Un- 
known. 

Subterranean eruptions havo oc- 
curred and some coast towns suffered 
from tidal waves. 



LORD MILNER 



English Writer Alleges That He "Re- 
vived the Imperial Cause at 
a Critical Moment" 



London, Jan. 29. — "Unionist," writ- 
ing in the Daily Mail, predicts that 
Lord Mllner will be Secretary of State 
for the Colonies in the next Unionist 
Cabinet, and declares that Lord Mil- 
ner's speeches In Canada served as a 
public education which revived the, 
imperial cause "at a critical moment 
and upon the very eve of tariff re- 
vision at Washington they saved tho 
immediate situation." 

"Unionist" declares that Lord Milner 
now has the special support of Can- 
ada, which holds tho casting vote on 
the whole imperial problem. 



Cattle Embargo. 

Glasgow, Jan. 29. — At a mooting of 
tho Free Importation of Cattle Asso- 
ciation, the attitude of the British 
government in refusing to receive a 
deputation was condemned and a 
resolution in favor of removal of the 
embargo on Canadian cattle was car- 
ried. 



Penny Cables. 

London, Jan. 20. — A pessimistic note 
was struck at the meeting today of 
tho Associated Chambers of Commerce 
in regard to ponny-a-word cables. 
Sir Fortescue Flannery, former pre- 
sident of the Institute of Mining Eng- 
glneers, said the time had not ar- 
rived when a sufficient Increase 
traiilc could be obtained by making 
tho reduction. Mr. Machin said a 
penny-a-word rate was impossible. 
Sir John Cockburn, vice-chairman of 
the London School of Economics, re- 
marked that cheaper rates would 
como In the future. 



Regina Libel Suit, 
rteglna, Jan. 20. — Sensational evidence 
was produced in court today In connec- 
tion wltli the famous Laird-Scott libel 
case. The prosecution rested early in 
the morning after establishing the pub- 
lication of the libel ">y tho premier, and 
the fact that Mr. Laird had been seri- 
ously damaged by the statements of Mr. 
Scott. Then the defence began Its case, 
and devoted the whole of the morning 
and a portion of the afternoon to prov- 
ing that contracts were let while Laird 
was In the council. F. F. Fry was 
called. The sensational feature of Fry'w 
evidence wa« that lie swore It was 
necessary to pay J500 to Laird and 
Alderman Cooper, and that Laird said 
two other members of tho council had 
to he fixed. 7u regard to the Laird 
money, however, he said this was paid 
before the provincial rights campaign 
fund of 1 905.

London, Jan. 2D. — Application has 
been mado to list $205,000 province 
of Alberta, four per cent bonds.

Toronto, Jan. 29.— Harry H. Smith, 
a telephono lineman from Montreal 
was run over and killed by an electric 
car last night.

Duclos, of Vaileyfleld, lias accepted a 
call to Norwood Presbyterian church, 
Edmonton. 



Quebec Bridge Commission, 
Ottawa, Jan. 29. — The premier today 
promised consideration of the request 
of a deputation representing the Tor- 
onto Engineers' club, for tho appoint- 
ment of a native born Canadian on tho 
Quebec bridge commission. 

Dangerous Coal Oil. 

Ottawa, Jan. 29. — In view of tho 
many recent coal oil explosions In 
western Canada, Senator Domvillo 
gives notice that he will move for 
the appointment of a royal commission 
to investigate the manner In which 
coal oil is Imported Into and sold in 
Canada, with power to send for per- 
sons and papers, and to make full 
inquiry into till explosions within the 
past three years. 



Mr. Trotter on tho Warpath. 
London, Jan. 29.— W. It. Trotter, 
Canadian labor representative In Lon- 
don, protested to the labor party's 
conference against the Salvation 
Army's immigration operations. Ho 
said that if any ono started a .com- 
petition on the best way to prevaricate 
tlio Salvation Army's emigration pro- 
gramme for 1909 would obtain first 
prize.

RUSSIAN RAILWAYS 
LIKE INTERCOLONIAL 



New Minister to Be Appointed 
to Secure Much Needed 
Reforms 



St. Petersburg, Jan. 29.— The mini- 
ster of railroads, LUlGeneral Schaff- 
hauBen, went to Taa.okoe Selo today 
to present his resignation to the Em- 
peror, and M. Nemochieff, director of 
tho southwestern railway system, has 
been summoned to St. Petersburg to 
confer with tho premier with regard 
to accepting the portfolio. 

M. Nemochlef, like M. Timiraizoak, 
who recently was appointed to tho 
position of minister of commerce, was 
a member of Premier Wittu's cabinet. 
He Is a non-bureacrat, and eschews 
politics, although he has liberal lean- 
ings. He Is a practlcul railroad man. 
In recent years tho government rail- 
ways have been going from bad to 
worse, and the deficit has increased 
yearly, despite the growing traffic and 
ii general raise in passenger and 
freight. 

The commerce and Industry of tho 
country have been badly affected by 
tho unsatisfactory service rendered by 
the railroads, and li is hoped tho new 
minister of railways will succeed in 
putting the lines on a paying basis. 
The radical newspapers recently havo 
been exploiting charges of irregulari- 
ties in tho purchase of coal against tlio 
administration of Lt.-Gen. Schaffhau- 
sen, but it is uncertain whether these 
attacks are in anyway connected with 
his retirement from the post of mini- 
ster of communications.

Prince Rupert, 13. C„ Jan. 29.— Re- 
ports have reached here that one day 
last week three men wore killed out- 
right by falling over high banks. 
From Port Ksslngton to the very 
last railway camp at Mile 9S up tho 
Skeena river tho trail is exceedingly 
dangerous, and men walking from 
camp to camp In several places along 
this route have to support themselves 
around these dangerous cliffs by 
means of half-Inch ropes that have 
been stretched by the contractors 
around the most dangerous of theso 
places. It wuh at one of theso high 
cliffs that theso men lost tlmir lives. 
They missed their footing and fell 
over 100 feet to the river below. Tho 
names of the man have not boon 
learned. 



New Westminster Offers Free 
Site for Shops and Repair 
Works 



Vancouver, Jan. 29. — "When 
I return cast I will recom- 
mend to the company that engineers 
bo placed in the? Held at once to loc- 
ate a line to the Pacific coast. Wo 
have 3,000 miles of lino in operation 
and 2,000 more miles financed, and 
when we commence building our line 
to the coast we expect to maintain 
our record of building a mile a day, 
although we may have to do a little 
less on some of the more dlllicult 
sections." 

This was tlie declaration of D. D. 
Mann, vice-president of the Canadian 
Northern at a meeting held in New 
Westminster this morning under the 
joint auspices of the board of trade 
and city council. 

On behalf of the city of New West- 
minster, Mayor Keary today offered 
Mr. Mann of the Canadian Northern 
a free site for shops and repair works 
there. 

Mr. Mann will speak before the 
Canadian Club here tomorrow. Ho 
says that when tho Canadian North- 
ern Is completed from Winnipeg to 
Vancouver it will be shorter in mlie- 
uge than the Northern Paciilc from 
Duluth to Tacoma.

Heavy Increases in Bank Clearings in 
Most Cities — Demand for Spring 
Goods

Bradstreets weekly review of trade 
tomorrow will say: "in Canada, whllo 
further gradual Improvement is noted 
in tho demand for spring and sum- 
mer goods throughout the Dominion, 
business Is by no means so heavy as 
It was expected to be. Sorting orders 
are light, owing to tho fact that re- 
tnll trade has not been nctive, the 
weather having been too warm for a 
free movement of goods. At Mon- 
treal, business is not up to expecta- 
tions, though spring orders are more 
numerous and for heavier quantities. 
Business failures for the week num- 
ber 12, which compared with 40 last 
week and 44 In this week last year. 



FORTY CLAIMS SOLD 



London Capitalists Acquire 
Property Held By North- 
ern Syndicate 



Vancouver, Jan. 29. — Ono of tho 
biggest deals in mining property in 
northern British Columbia has prac- 
tically been put through, the signature 
of one of the purchasing parties being 
the only thing necessary to complete 
the negotiations. 

The properties comprise about 40 
claims, situated on the east side of the 
Portland canal, 70 miles north .of 
Port Simpson, and 40 miles from tho 
town of Stewart, which is situated at 
tho head of the canal. The exact 
place of location being designated on 
tlio may as Maple bay. Tho vendors 
are a syndicate comprised of William 
Noble, W. H. Collluon and John Fle- 
Win, and a company known as the 
Alaska Smelting and Mining company, 
tho three ilrst named being the ven- 
dors of the larger part of the pro- 
perty. Thi! purchasers are t lie As- 
sociate Mining company, of London, 
limited. 

Tho deal has been brought about 
for the company by Cecil M. Bryant. 
The company has also had the services 
of Dolph Hosewarue as consulting 
engineer, who Ikib had a great deal of 
experience In Australia. 

The price, which will bo paid for 
the properties taken over by the 
London company, Is withheld from 
publication. The syndicate of which 
Mr. Noble Is a party, has had control 
of tho properties at Maple bay slnco 
1902. 

Considerable development has al- 
ready been going on In the mines, 
12,000 tons of ore having been ship- 
ped out up to date. Tills ore has as- 
sayed very high and lias been found 
to carry pronounced gold values. 

Mr. Rosewarne, who Is acting as 
consulting engineer for the London 
company, will leave for England 
shortly, and, Immediately upon his 
return the work of developing tho 
claims will be commenced.. It will 
not ho necessary for the company 
taking over the claims to Install 
much machinery .as tho greater part 
of tho necessary appliances have al- 
ready been In hy the vendors during 
the period in which they luvvo been 
working; the mines, 



CANADIAN LOAN 



Influential Buying Sends Price of 
Bonds Up to Par — Market is 
Apparently Strong 

London. Jan. 29. — Influential buying 
of the Canadian $30,000,000 loan has 
raised the price to par. The market 
Is strong and gives indication of steady 
appreciation. This demonstrates the 
fact, says an authority, that the in- 
vestors had no lack of appreciation 
of tho loan, but were wise enough 
to expect that they might buy it a 
llttlo cheaper than the issue price. 



EARL GRE Y'S SU CCESSOR 

London Gossip Busy With Several 
Names, But Lord Northcote 
Most Likely to Succeed 



London, Jan. 29. — It has been re- 
ported that the Right Hon. John Sin- 
clair, secretary for Scotland, who has 
just been raised to the peerage, will 
be the next Governor General of Can- 
ada. In 1901 he married Lady Jlar- 
jorlo Gordon, daughter of the seventh 
Earl of Aberdeen, who was governor- 
general of Canada rrom 1893 to 189S, 
during which timo Mr. Sinclair was 
secretary of the Earl. 

The Dally Mall declares definitely 
that the Right Hon. John Sinclair, sec- 
retary for Scotland will be the next 
governor general of Canada. 

In Scotlsh official circles, it is be- 
lieved that the Right. Hon. John 
Sinclair, secretary for Scotland, will 
succeed Lord Aberdeen as Lord Lieu 
tenant of Ireland. Earl Beauchamp is 
another name mentioned as probable 
successor to Earl Grey as Governor 
General of Canada, but generally It 
is believed that Lord Northcote will 
be appointed.

PREMIER IS ACCUSED 
OF OFFERING BRIBE 

Opposition Offers Some Severe 
Comments on Civil Ser- 
vice Salary Letter 



Ottawa, Jan, 29.— Tho fcaturo' of to- 
day's session of the House of Com- 
mons was an attack made upon Sir 
Wilfrid Laurler by Messrs. Borden and 
Foster in connection with tho letter 
written by tho premier to his running 
mate in Ottawa in the last general 
election, in which he promised to do 
something for the civil servants. 

The debate came up when Mr. Fish- 
er introduced a resolution giving a 
flat increase of $125 per year to all 
civil servants under the rank of a de- 
puty minister, and dates back to 
September, 1908. Mr. Fisher explained 
that the resolution was a complement 
of tho civil service act passed at tho 
last session, and was founded on tho 
recommendations of tho commission. 
The reclassification under tho bill only 
Increased the salaries of some ilfty of- 
ficials; under the resolution only 38 
would be left out. The lncreaso 
amounted to 13 per cent. 

Mr. Borden protested because tho 
outside service was ignored In the in- 
creases made. The cost of living had 
advanced outside of Ottawa quite as 
much, and if the excuse was a good 
one for raising the pay of the Inside 
service it was equally good in that of 
the outside. The action of Sir Wilfrid 
In dangling tho promise of an Increase 
before the civil service during the 
last election, ho said, was nothing 
more or less than barefaced bribery. 



NANAIM0'S_BASTI0N 

Proposal to Have Copy at Coming Ex- 
position in Seattle — Brewery 
Company's Meeting 



Nanalmo, Jan. 29. — If present plans 
carry through, the historic bastion, 
one of the landmarks of Nanalmo, will 
be reproduced at the Seattle exposi- 
tion. Mr. Strang representing the ex- 
position, was In the city this week, 
taking measurements of the bastion 
and drawing plans so that a perfect 
copy may be obtained. The Nanalmo 
bastion is one of tho few remaining 
structures of its kind hullt hy the Hud- 
son Bay people in tho earlier days of 
the province. Its purpose was to serve 
as a shelter for the white pioneers of 
the place if attacked by the Indians. 
On ono or two occasions It was used 
here. The building was erected In 
1S52. The present intention Is for 
the local post of the Native Sons to 
send a collection of Indian relics to 
the exposition to be placed In the bas- 
tion 'building there. It is tho general 
opinion that fjic bastion reproduced 
at Seattle would lie a good advertise- 
ment for tlio city, and it Is just pos- 
sible that the scheme may bo enlarged 
on so that Nanalmo may bo exten- 
sively advertised at this big gather- 
ing 

The annual meeting of tho Union 
Brewing company of tills city was held 
this week, when the usual profitable 
dividends were declared and the offi- 
cers elected for the ensuing year. Tho 
new officers are: President E. Quen- 
nel, vice president, John R. Rudd; 
treasurer, Marshall Bray; secretary, F. 
Whiteside; directors, It. Evans, \V. Sin- 
clair. The local brewery lias made 
rapid strides In the past two or threo 
years. It has been enlarged on sever- 
al occasions and arrangements aro now 
under way that will permit of doubling 
Its capacity. It is worthy of note that 
the Nanalmo brewery is the only ono 
In the province that has Its own malt- 
ing plant. The many thousands of 
dollars spent In machinery this year 
already and the many more thousands 
that the board has laid out to bo ex- 
pended assure that It will havo one of 
the. most up-to-date plants In tho west. 

A mild sensation was caused in the 
city yesterday, a skeleton of a man 
having been discovered In a ledge In a 
bluff during building operations. Fur- 
ther Investigation however showed that 
tho remains were those of an Indian. 
Many similar finds having been made 
at this place years ago, 



Severe Weather Causes Block- 
ade of Traffic in Middle 
1 States 



DAMAGE BY HIGH WINDS 



Bureau Reports Show That the 
Storm is Travelling to At- 
lantic Coast 



Lacrosse, Wis., Jan. 29. — Passenger 
train No. 23. on the South Minnesota 
dlsvsion of the Chicago, Milwaukee 
and St. Paul, running between La- 
crosse and Wesslngton Springs, N.U., 
is stuck In snow drifts west of Jack- 
son, and has been there since 10:30 
last night, witli no prospects of re- 
lease. There was it large passenger 
list, but being a day train, with no 
sleepers nor diner, it has no accom- 
modation for tho passengers in their 
plight. ' A relief train was started 
out for tho rescue last night, after 
word of the accident to the train had 
been received, hut it failed to get 
through, and Is now lost. Passenger 
train No. 3, on the Lacrosse division 
of tho same road was wrecked early at 
Portage, Wis., when it ran into a 
snow drift. Nobody injured. 

Topeka, Kns., Jan. 29. — A snow 
storm prevailed throughout Kansas 
tonight. It began yesterday and has 
done considerable damage. Telegraph 
and telophono wires are down, and 
only scant news of tlio storm is avail- 
able. Many railroad trains are re- 
ported lost. About half of tho tin 
roof of the Kansas state house was 
torn off. At Wichita several church 
spires were blown down. At Omaha 
the wind threw Gus Nelson in front 
of a switch engine. Ho lost both 
legs. The cold storage plant of tho 
Newton Ice company, at Nuwton Was 
partly demolished. 

Now York. Jan. 20. — According to it, 
warning issued by tho local weather 
bureau today, a snow fall of two hours 
this afternoon, which was followed hy 
a drizzling rain, is the fore-runner o£ 
a. storm of Immense proportions now 
raging in tho west and being rapidly 
Whirled to tho coast. Tonight a high 
wind set in and the indications wero 
that the sevcro storm was not far off. 

St. Louis, Jan. 29. — Belated weather 
bureau reports received here give a 
maximum wind velocity of 72 miles 
an hour at Kansas City, 70 miles at 
Springfield, Mo„ and 56 miles at Cairo, 
111. At G o'clock the Kansas City 
wind was blowing at tho rato of 00 
miles an hour. Tho local gale at- 
tained 40 mile3 an hour. All points 
report rain or snow. 

A sharp electrical and rain storm, 
turning this morning to a driving 
blizzard in which the snow was whip- 
ped by a forty mile wind was St, 
Louis' portion of tho storm. Com- 
munication with Kansas City was cut 
off. 

Louisville, Ky., Jan. 29. — High winds: 
and snow formed a combination lata 
last night and today that seriously 
interfered with the wire communi- 
cation in many parts of the south, 
and practically Isolated the state of 
Texas. At some points hi Texas and 
Oklahoma, tho wind blew at tho rato 
of 90 miles an hour. 

St. Joseph, Mo., Jan. 29. — A tor-* 
nado demolished tho Tremont hotel 
and several buildings at Macon, Mo., 
according to a report brought here to- 
day by trainmen. Wires are down 
and details are lacking. Further In- 
formation is to the effect that tho 
damage consisted of the uprooting of 
the Tremont hotel and .overturning of 
a dwelling nearby. A child "was in-, 
jured. 



BALKAN UNREST 



Bulgarian Note to Powers Declares 
That Independence Must Be 
Recognized 



Sofia, Jan. 29.— /The Bulgarian gov* 
eminent tonight delivered a note to 
tlie representatives of tho powers 
complaining of the irreconeillable and 
uncompromising attitude of Turkey, 
and declaring that tho Porte must bo 
responsible for the consequences. Tho 
note does not solicit intervention oC 
the powers, but draws their attention 
to tho tension of the situation. 

London, Jan. 29. — The British repre- 
sentatives at Constantinople and So- 
fia have been instructed to want 
Turkey and Bulgaria of tho danger ofi 
military activity on the frontiers, and! 
to urge a peaceful arrangement of their 
dispute. According to special despatch- 
es received here from Sofia, tho Bul- 
garian • note to tho powers takes an 
admonitory tone towards Turkey, de- 
claring that unless tho Porte promptly 
recognizes Bulgarian dependence Bul- 
garia will consider herself freed from 
tho engagement sho lias voluntarily 
undertaken to negotiate with the Porta 
on the basis of a pecuniary compensan 
tlon, 

For several days past tho relations; 
between Bulgaria and Turkey havo 
been strained, and both countries aro 
calling for their reserves. The pres- 
ent situation Is a result of tho failure) 
of Bulgaria and Turkoy to reach an. 
amicable agreement concerning tho 
amount of tho indemnity Bulgaria shall 
pay to Turkey.

B. C, FRUIT GROWERS 
IN ANNUAL SESSION 



Delegates From All Parts of 
Province Hear Reports and 
Discuss Affairs 




There was a fair attendance of dele- 
gates, at the annual meeting of the 
British Columbia Fruit Growers' As- 
sociation which met yesterday after- 
noon and last evening in the Board 
of Trade rooms, when the reading of 
the annual report, the election of of- 
licers, reading of several Important 
papers bearing on fruit growing, and 
the discussion of other matters, was 
accomplished Hon. Capt. S. Tatlow, 
minister of agriculture, owing to his 
unavoidable absence, was unable to 
receive the delegates. Mayor Hall 
.occupied his place. Tile following 
delegates were present: Depxity Min- 
ister of Agriculture, R. M. Palmer, 
.lames Johnston, Nelson; J. F. Smith, 
[Cam loops; H. Klpp, Chill Iwack; 
Thomas Cunningham, Vancouver; 
Thomas Wilson, Vancouver; W. J. 
Brandrith, Lander; Capt. Elllston, Vic- 
torla; Thomas Brydon, Saanich; H. 
Puckle. Saanich; V. Cleaves, Hngan, 
P.O.; Mrs. White rilreh, North Saan- 
ich; J. Metcalf. R. Layritz; W. N. 
Shaw, Gabrlola, Island; W. Forest, 
Cowichan; George Heatherbell, Col- 
wood; W. It. Palmer, J. Drummond 
and several others. 

Mayor Hall in receiving the dele- 
gates and welcoming them to the city 
expressed his regret that Hon. Mr. 
Tatlow could not be present. The 
British Columbia Fruit Growers' As- 
sociation has done a great work in 
advancing the interests of the fruit 
grown here. The success which had 
I greeted the British Columbia fruit 
when placed In competition with the 
! product of the other provinces and 
| England was something to be proud 
of and bore eloquent testimony to 
the merit of the fruit grown here. 
Growth of Industry. 
Some years ago British Columbia 
imported its fruit. Today the pro- 
duct of this province is eagerly sought 
In every market of the world. The 
industry of fruit raising is still in Its 
Infancy in this province. The fruit 
lands of the province are vast in 
extent and the future progress of the 
Industry will surely be far greater than 
any of the delegates can now realize. 

Mayor Hall referred to his early life 
on the farm and expressed the opinion 
that the government should materially 
assist the fruit growing Industry, 
which will greatly Increase and be- 
come one of the province's greatest 
assets, will advertise this province as 
the garden of the Dominion. The 
Mayor hoped that the deliberations of 
the delegates would be productive of 
great good to the association and to 
the industry in British Columbia. 

John F. Smith, Kamloops, in thank- 
ing Mayor Hall for his greetings, 
pointed out that It was but a few 
years since fruit growing was a sec- 
ondary consideration In this province. 
Latterly through the work of the 
association, the growers of the inter- 
ior portions of the province had real- 
ized the possibilities and had under- 
taken their work with moat profitable 
results. He felt the attendance at 
this meeting should have been larger 
and he believed that the people of the 
province are unaware of the great 
future before the fruit growing Indus- 
try . 

Financial Status. 

The financial statement submitted 
by the secretary-treasurer, W. J. 
Brandrith, showed receipts for the 
year of $4,062.90 and expenditures of 
$3,852.06, leaving a balance in the 
bank of 210.84. The assets of the 
association are: cash on hand, $210.84; 
stock on hand, spraying material, 
$202,45; stock on hand, paper, $346.84; 
office furniture, $16. Total $770. IX 
Liabilities, to accounts owing, $40; to 
balance due secretary, $22.09. Total 
liabilities $62.09. Excess of assets 
over liabilities, $714.04. 

The report presented by the execu- 
tive committee outlined tin; steps 
taken during the year to supply spray- 
ing material and fruit paper to the 
members. These articles to a value 
of $2,000 were purchased and supplied. 
The secretary assisted by members 
made a tour of the province and de- 
livered lectures at many points giv- 
ing practical demonstrations of spray- 
ing, planting, pruning and orchard 
cleansing, besides setting forth the ad- 
vantages of cooperation. Such topics 
as mutual tire insurance, packing and 
other topics of interest to the fruit 
growers were dlscuessd. The province 
was well covered. The report states 
that these meetings were well attended 
and a great deal of Interest shown 
by the fruit growers. The committee 
advocates that the lectures be continu- 
ed, that a provincial convention be 
held at some central point, to be com- 
posed of delegates from tho local 
associations and members In unorgan- 
ized sections, to discuss the important 
questions affecting the industry, par- 
ticularly those transportation, distri- 
bution and marketing. The report 
also recommended that the secretary 
be instructed to make the neeessa re- 
arrangements to procure pure spraying 
material and fruit paper inasmuch as 
many of the members are In unor- 
ganized districts and local associa- 
tions are not In a position to do this 
work for them. 

Work of Past Year. 

The report of the secretary was as 
follows: 

Gentlemen: 1 have the honor to 
submit for your consideration my re- 
port for the year 1908. During the 
year I have had the pleasure of ad- 
dressing 42 meetings in different sec- 
tions, from Alberni, in the west, to 
Golden In the east. I have travelled 
10,858 miles In the interests of the 
fruit growers and have written 1,422 
letters. The fruit crop in every line 
was well up to the average but prices 
ruled low especially for small fruits. 
This can be partially accounted for by 
tho fact of the immense crop in Wash- 
ington and Oregon and the slaughtering 
of prices In our own markets by the 
dealers In those states, and by the fur- 
ther fact that the money stringency Is 
still being felt In the Prairie section, 
with the result that the demand was 
very limited. It Is impossible to pre- 
scribe a remedy for conditions such 
as these. But one thing every grower 
must acknowledge, there must be a 
closer union before the best results 
can be obtained. There Is cause for 
congratulation that Mr. Palmer has, 
once again, had the pleasure of bring- 
ing home the highest award given by 
tlie Royal Horticultural Society for 
fruit. This with the splendid showing 
triad at the International apple show 
at Spokane clearly demonstrates to the 
world the superior qualities of Brit- I 
1st) Columbia fruit. Tho fruit grow- 
ers of British Columbia are certainly 
under obligation to Mr. de Hart, Mr. 
Cockle and other public spirited men 
who took part in demonstrating the 
possibilities of British Columbia fruit 
at Spokane. The Dominion govern- 
ment has still the question of the 
experimental orchards In tho province

under its "serious consideration." Four 
years seems a long time to spend in 
"serious consideration" of such a small 
matter. I would suggest that another 
resolution be forwarded to the depart- 
ment. Who knows, but tlie parable of 
the 'Widow and the unjust Judge' may 
be enacted over again. 

It Is very gratifying to me to be 
able to tell you that the cleansing of 
tho Indian Orchards under the super- 
vision of Tom Wilson is being vigor- 
ously prosecuted by the Indian de- 
partment, in conclusion allow me to 
express my appreciation of the assis- 
tence I have received from officers 
and members dining the past year. 

W. J. BRANDRITH. 
Somewhat Critical. 

The deputy minister of agriculture, 
R. M. Palmer briefly addressed the 
meeting. He thought the condition of 
the fruit Industry was now somewhat 
critical. The past year had not been 
as successful as other years there be- 
ing good reasons for this as shown in 
the reports of the association. Tho as- 
sociation would do well, however, to 
take cognizance of all the facts. The 
various exhibitions had been success- 
ful and have attracted great atten- 
tion to the Industry la British Colum- 
bia. The basis of the success of the 
industry in this province is a good 
market, and the most important ques- 
tion the association can concern itself 
with is that of the marketing of the 
fruit crop of the province. 

Letters of regret at their Inability 
to be present at the meeting were re- 
ceived from Premier McBride and Hon. 
Mr. Tatlow. R. Holmes, superinten- 
dent of the Dominion Express Company 
wrote that the company is unable to 
make any reduction in its present 
freight rates. 

The election of officers resulted In 
considerable dlseunsion as to whether 
the executive committee should be 
composed, as heretofore, of the presi- 
dent and secretary together with three 
members to bo chosen from the dis- 
trict in the neighborhood of the sec- 
retary's office in order that execu- 
tive meetings could be more easily 
and conveniently held, or the various 
vice presidents should also be on the 
committee. At this point, and at oth- 
er times during the meeting the ques- 
tion arose as to what the association's 
constitution and bylaws called for. 
These had been burned some years ago 
and no copy was before tile meeting. 
Finally after some discussion it was 
decided to place in nomination the 
names of the president, secretary, three 
vice presidents together with any 
others which might be submitted. 
Officers Elected. 

The election of officers was then pro- 
ceeded with and resulted as follows: 

President, Henry Puckle, Victoria. 

First vice president, F. R. de Hart, 
Kelowna. 

Second vice president, Tom Wilson, 
Vancouver. 

Third vice president, James Johnson, 
Kootenay. 

Fourth vice president, R. R. Bruce, 
YVUmer. 

Secretary treasurer, W. J. Brandrith, 
Ladner. 

Executive committee, Henry Puckle, 
F R. de Hart, James Johnston, T. 
Metcalf, \V. J. Brandrith. 

Prior to the election of the execu- 
tive committee the question of the re- 
muneration to be paid the secretary 
came up for discussion. Last year .Mr. 
Brandrith received $50 per month be- 
sides which his traveling expenses 
were paid. What will be (lone this 
year will be a question to be decided 
later. 

Capt. Elllston stated that all the 
members would be aware that the work 
of the association last year was not 
quite as satisfactory as it might have 
been. He thought the matter of tin; 
secretary's salary as wi ll as other 
matters might be left to the dir- 
ectors. 

It was explained to Capt. Elllston 
that under the constitution every mem- 
ber present who had paid up his dues 
was a director and that accordingly 
the' matter could be decided Instanter. 
Peculiar Mix-Up. 

Thomas Brydon believed that things 
were In a peculiar mix-up. There 
evidently was no copy of the constitu- 
tion. The business of the association 
has been left to the executive and is 
very largely In the hands of the secre- 
tary. There are only four meetings 
every year and to do the best work 
these meetings should be spread over 
the province, Mr. Brydon declared 
that the local association had lost in- 
terest to a great extent In the pro- 
vincial association because the former 
had outlived the usefulness of the lat- 
ter. The' local association, now that 
it has been Incorporated, intends do- 
ing its own business independent of 
the provincial association. There was 
a lack of any rules and while the con- 
stitution had been lost In the New 
Westminster lire another should have 
been prepared. 

James Johnston did not think tho 
Victoria growers should object, it had 
been decided some years ago that the 
annual meeting should be held In Vic- 
toria. The Victoria growers have one 
meeting held here every year while 
other sections sometimes do not have 
the meeting held in their territory for 
two or three years. 

Mrs. White Birch was of the opinion 
that the provincial government gave 
Its grant on condition that the annual 
meeting should be held in Victoria. 
While tho Victoria association might 
bo numerically weak It was only to 
this association or to Agasslz that the 
provincial association can go for ex- 
pert advice. 

R. M. Palmer pointed out that tho 
provincial government. In giving Its 
grant, did not Insist that the annual 
meeting should be held in Victoria but 
It was so suggested by the govern- 



ment and the association had so de- 
cided. 

Wants to Know. 

"What we want to know," said Mr. 
Brydon, "is what is the real useful- 
ness of the provincial association," 

R. M. Palmer suggested that the 
question of tho funds of the associa- 
tion or the administration of its affairs 
had nothing to do with the salary of 
the secretary. The former mntters 
could be taken up later. 

On the matter being put to a vote 
It was decided that the iixing of the 
secretary's salary should be taken up 
later on In tho meeting, when the other 
matters will be considered. 

President-elect Puckle thanked the 
members for electing him president, 
ahd he asked them all to give him 
their heartiest co-operation. Votes of 
thanks to the retiring officers and to 
Deputy Minister of Agriculture Pal- 
mer were passed. The latter urged 
the members to get away from local 
questions and make the Interests of 
the Industry at largo the main con- 
sideration. The meeting then adjourn- 
ed to renssemble in the evening, after 
passing the following resolution: 

Resolved that the fruit growers of 
British Columbia take this opportunity 
of expressing their sincere regret at 
the loss which the fruit growing In- 
terests of Canada have suffered 
through the death of the late Dr. Flet- 
cher, Dominion entomologist. Tho re- 
solution was proposed by J. F. Smith, 
of Kamloops, and seconded by Thomas 
Brydon. 

Evening Sossion 

At the evening session of the Brit- 
ish Columbia Fruit Growers' associ- 
ation J. W. Brandrith and T. A. Bry- 
don were selected as delegates to at- 
tend the Dominion association's con- 
ference. In the event of their being 
unable to accept it was decided that 
their places be taken by Messrs. Stir- 
ling and Johnson. 

No action was taken In the appoint- 
ment of a representative to the Ameri- 
can Pomologlcal society meeting to be 
held at St. Catherine, Ont„ next Sep- 
tember. The question was allowed to 
remain in abeyance and will, in all 
probability, be dealt with at tin- next 
quarterly meeting. That the expense 
entailed would bo $150 was announced 
by the secretary. 

Mr. Cunningham's Address 

Thomas Cunningham, provincial 
fruit pests inspector, thereupon sub- 
mitted an address on orchard spray- 
ing and the merits of the various 
spraying solutions which are being re- 
commended for general use in the pro- 
vince and the best methods of apply- 
ing them. After dealing with the 
questions in detail the paper con- 
cluded as follows: 

Early In the seaosn a very serious 
outbreak of the hop flea beetle oc- 
curred at Chllliwhack and Agasslz, re- 
spectively. Some six hundred acres 
of hops were involved. I was on the 
ground as soon as possible and began 
a series of experiments with arsenical 
mixtures of practically all the known 
forms and formulae. 

1 used arsenate of lead as strong as 
seven pounds to the barrel of water 
without producing the slightest etfect, 
although tho same plot of vines was 
sprayed dally. I did the spraying, and 
know that the vines were thoroughly 
covered with the mixture. 

Whale oil soap at various strengths 
was also tested. I used it at a strength 
that burnt the vines, but produced 
scarcely any effect on tho beetles. 
Hellebore was also tried, but without 
effect. Finally I began to experiment 
with nicotine, first in combination with 
whale oil soap, then a strong solution 
made, from the stems and wasteago 
of cigar factories. I extracted the 
nicotine by various processes, using 
both hot and cold water, until I was 
able to determine the most effective 
mode of preparation. 

I personally did the spraying most 
carefully, and was amply rewarded by 
seeing for the first time, after two 
years of careful experiment, the bee- 
tles put out of business, and without 
the slightest Injury to the hop vines. 
The nicotine seems to Improve the 
vines.

In a speech that occupied practical- 
ly the entire sitting of the Legisla- 
ture yesterday afternoon Attorney-Gen- 
eral Bowser replied categorically to all 
the criticisms brought against tho 
government this session by Opposition 
members, and outlined the policy of 
the administration In clear and con- 
cise terms. It was a hailstorm of con- 
crete facts, under which tho Opposi- 
tion members saw their carefully pre- 
pared arguments fade away and disap- 
pear. , 

The member for Delta, \\ ho occupied 
the previous sitting by an attach on 
the Attorney-General, was answered. 
Each clause Mr. Oliver had dealt with 
was taken up.torn to shreds and thrown 
aside. 

Regarding the charge brought by the 
Opposition that the Crown lands aro 
being handed over in large blocks to 
speculators. Jlr. Bowser brought In 
positive proof that In this province 
more than seven million acres of Crown 
lands are strictly reserved for the pro- 
cm ptor. 

Again, the matter of the transfer of 
the administration of the liquor laws 
in tho unorganized districts to his de- 
partment, the Attorney General made 
out a convincing ease fur the Gov- 
ernment. He showed by statistics that 
the change has worked marvels in the 
way of reform. In matters of a purely 
political nature Mr. Bowser also turn- 
ed a heavy broadside on his opponents,, 
dealing practically with the charges 
brought against him by Duncan Koss 
regarding the 19U7 elections. 

The other speaker yesterday was tho 
member for Olcanagun, who put up a 
strong plea Cor railway construction 
In the province'. In this regard Mr. 
Ellison stated that the government 
should see to It that In any arrange- 
ments made between the government 
and the Canadian Northern it should 
be stipulated that Victoria was to be 
the terminus in British Columbia. 
A Tribute to Victoria 

"Victoria" he declared, "is the most 
beautiful place In the Dominion today, 
and the capital city of the province. 
There Is no danger for Vancouver. 
That city Is well on tho way, and is 
bound to be one of the greatest cities 
in Canada. But why should not Vic- 
toria get some advantages? I hope 
that botli the Dominion and Provin- 
cial governments will take a hand in 
aiding the development of this island. 
"Why, Mr. Speaker, one day this week 
fifty guests were turned away from 
the Empress hotel. I predict that this 
hotel will be only the forerunner of 
the great hotels of Victoria in the 
future." 

It had been expected that the de- 
bate on the consideration of the Speech 
from the Throne would end yesterday, 
but It will continue at Monday's ses- 
sion. Parker Williams, M.P.P. (New- 
castle), one of the Socialist contin- 
gent will open on that day. 

John Oliver was the llrst man on 
the lloor at the opening yesterday. On 
a question of privilege he informed 
the House that last session he had 
received many literary efforts on the 
part of some unknown individual, and 
tho thing had started again this ses- 
sion. He, would hand over to the 
Speaker the last such missive he had 
received, and hereafter he would read 
the contributions to the House. 
"Campaign Sj.secliei>" 
The attorney-general opened the 
debate by declaring that he did not 
feel it necessary to offer any apology 
for Joining in the debate, it was his 
I duty as a minister of the crown to 
| give an account of what had been 
done since last session. Tho honor- 
able member for Delta had blamed 
him for not speaking last session, and 
I thus making .Mr. Oliver lose an op- 
portunity of delivering one of his 
many speeches. Had he known of 
I this last session, tho attorney-general 
said, he would certainly have address- 
ed the House, In order t u afford the 
member from Delta some pleasure. 

"What is the real reason nf this bit- 
ter speech directed against myself and 
the honorable minister of lands and 
works?" asked Mr. Bowser. "Tile 
Opposition think that the provincial 
elections will fall this year, and they 
take this opportunity of delivering 
campaign speeches before the legisla- 
ture. I took It as a signal honor to 
be singled out by tin- honorable mem- 
ber for Delta as I was yesterday. In 
deed, I feel now that my political life 
has not been In vain." 

The attorney-general remarked that 
a Liberal love-feast had been held In 
this city a few duys ago, and that, 
according to the report of the same 
given In tho Victoria Times, tho Lib 
eral members had delivered the same 
speeches thoy had inflicted upon tho 
House, taking up the same arguments, 
from tho liquor licenses to tho road 
bosses, He read an extract from the 
speech delivered by tho momber from 
Delta to tho effect that If the Liberal 
party did Its duty there was no rea- 
son why It should not give an account 
of Itself at the next elections, oven If 
it was unable to remove from ollice 
tho corrupt administration now In 
power. This, he remarked, did not 
sound very optimistic. The member 
for Chllllwhack had rendered the "dox- 
ology" at the meeting, speaking of the 
confidence the Liberal party had in 
its leader, the member for Kossland. 

"Methinka the lady doth protest too 
much," quoted the speaker. The loy- 
alty of the Liberal party to Its leader 
was not so certain. The "late but not 
lamented" Duncan Boss had given 
ground for a different view in a speech 
deliver by him after the elections in 
Yale-Cariboo. "As a friend and not 
:i critic." said .Mr. Boss, on that 
occasion, "I must warn the Liberal 
party that its undoing began when it 
Joined with the McBrlde government 
on the questions of Better Terms and 
Oriental exclusion." Mr. Boss had ad- 
vised the Liberals to get "out of the 
McBrlde bandwagon." This might 
serve as a sidelight on the alleged 
loyalty of tho party to its leader. 
Railway Construction 
Beferrlng to the speech made by the 
Liberal leader at the- present session, 
tho attorney-general characterized It 
as an able and dignified effort. Mr. 
Macdonald had, however, complained 
of tho absence of any suggestion of 
railway legislation in the speech from 
tho throne. Tho policy of this gov- 
ernment had been of such sound and 
businesslike nature that there was no 
need to delve Into the treasury in 
order to encoruagn railways to come 
to the province. It was widely recog- 
nized that the provincial affairs were 
on a sound basis, Immigration was 
pouring In, and the railways were ox- 
tending their lines without the cx-

pendlture of a dollar by the province. 
The Attorney-General reviewed the 
railway construction of the period 
since lDOii, finding It to reach a total 
of 600 miles, as follows: 

E. & N. 24 miles, from Welling- 
ton to Bench Creek; Great Northern, 
14 miles, New Westminster to Van- 
couver; Great Northern, 26 miles, 
Victoria Terminal, New Westminster 
to Blaine; Cloverdale to fcjumas, 30 
miles; C. P. It., Nicola branch, 01 
miles; Vancouver, Victoria cSi Eastern, 
00 miles la Boundary district; Great 
Northern, 00 miles, in south east 
Kootenay: Grand Forks to Phoenix, 
10 miles, C. P. It.. 30 miltsS, Yuhk to 
Kdngsgute; Kootenai Central, 'it) 
1.1 mil's; V. P. U., Vancouver to New 
Westminster, S mih s. 

In addition to tins the B. C. Elec- 
tric was now building a line fifty 
miles Hi length from New Westminst- 
er to Chllliwack, and the early cou- 
sructlon of tin.- Grand Trunk Pacltic 
in this province had been encouraged 
by the government. What better 
railway policy could the government 
have than that? 

Passing to the remarks of the Lead- 
er of the Opposition as lo the Alaska- 
Yukon - Pacini- exposition, the At- 
torney-General said that no doubt 
money would be well spent by the pro- 
vince' in this affair if It eoulu go 
deeply enough into It It would be a 
good advertisement for the province, 
iiut the exposition was a national 
matter. It should be dealt with by 
the national government at Ottawa. 
If the province undertook the matter 
it would mean that the government 
would have to guarantee a quarter 
of a million dollars to properly re- 
present tile province. The opening 
up of the new Industries in the north 
needed this money more. The govern- 
ment dealt with the public funds as 
its members would with their own 
money, and they felt that they could 
spend tho funds to better advantage 
in developing the .orthern part of the 
province than the Seattle exposition. 
Civil Seryice Charges. 
As for the charge that the civil ser- 
vice was partisan, it was the first 
time the Attorney-General hail heard 
such a statement, lie thought that the 
Leader of the Opposition was measur- 
ing the government corn by his own 
bushel. Because the Liberal civil 
service was corrupt, he thought the 
Conservative civil service must be- 
also. Tile goveriment accorded to 
every civil servant the right to cast 
an intelligent ballot as he pleased. 
The charges came down to this, that a 
few road bosses might have exer- 
cised some Influence in the localities 
in which they were working. An 
(jrdejr-in -Council had been pitsscd 
forbidding civil servants taking any 
part In elections. In New West- 
minster u civil servant who had stood 
for a municipal office had been or- 
dered to give up political affairs. 

Mr. Macdonald: "When was that 
Order-in-Council passed 7" 

Mr. Bowser; "In the time of the 
Semlln-Cotton administration, hut it 
was never enforced until our time." 
(Laughter from the Opposition 
benches.) 

Had there ever been anything more 
disgusting in this province than the 
editorials In the Liberal press after 
the Dominion election, asked the 
speaker. The Victoria Times had 
stated that the province mig'lt not 
look for anything more from Ottawa 
now that a Cabinet Minister had 
been defeated. If this principle were 
to be carried out, Instead of exercis- 
ing an untrammeled franchise, the 
elector would cast about to find which 
party was to be elected, and then 
vote for tiie candidate of that party. 

The member, who was supposed to 
represent Greenwood, but who really 
lived at Prince Bupert, had referred 
In his speech to the need for police 
protection on the Boundary. He had 
referred to the sad case at Midway, 
where a citizen hud been shot by a 
burglur, who escaped into the United 
States. According to that member, 
the result had been considerable ex- 
citement In the Boundary country. 
The government had at that time de- 
ckled to glvo the. Boundary a police 
district of Its own, and so one was 
established with headquarters at 
Greenwood. 

"I relate this," said Mr. Bowser, 
"to let the honorable member for 
Greenwood know what has been hap- 
pening In his district during the past 
six months." 

Tin.' honorable member for Cariboo 
had stated that the courts were so 
partisan that on the eve of tho elec- 
tions men had been brought up and 
had been lined or Imprisoned until 
they would consent to vote for the 
Conservative candidate, if the gentle- 
man would furnish the name of a 
Justice of the peace or a provincial 
police official who was guilty of such 
a tiling, the Attorney-General would 
see that he received due punishment 
after Investigation. 

Mr. Hawthornthwalte: "Would you 
deal In the same way with employers 
of labor?" 

Bowser: "I do not control the 
employers of labor." 

The accusation that during 
the recess the members of 
tho government had made political 
tours throughout the province was 
next dealt with. Mr. Bowser did not 
know that it was a crime for the 
Ministers to travel and get acquaint- 
ed with the people of tho country and 
its resources, and to meet with their 
Officials and sea whether the affairs 
of the departments wero being well 
carried on. The ministers had every- 
where been mot with receptions such 
as no Premier and no Ministers had 
over been granted before. So popular 
was tho ministry that In many cases 
Liberal alderman unci mayors presided 
at tho banquets tendered them. They 
had visited tho Queen Charlotte Is- 
lands, where there was not a man 



on the voting list, so it could hardly bo 
called a political tour. 

Liquor Licenses. 

Now tho attorney-general to "that 
much-vexed question, liquor licenses." 
When the amendment had been 
brought down last session, transfer- 
ring tho administration of the liquor 
laws In the unorganized districts to 
the attorney-general's department, tho 
Opposition members had declared that 
tho aim of the attorney-general was to 
get more power, by getting the hotel- 
men in his hands. The Opposition 
never considered the fact that the 
hotels of tho province might bo better 
administered. The results of the gov- 
ernment's policy had been clearly 
shown in the last eighteen months. 
Tho member for Rossland, had showed 
that wo ought to go back to the old 
Bystem of licensing boards. Some of- 
the old commissioners wero bad, and 
some good, but In any case many of 
them had no means of knowing about 
the various localities which might ask 
for licenses. Tho attorney-genernl 
had thought that he could control the 
situation better and make It cheaper 
as far as his department was con- 
cerned, 

Before tho attorney-general's depart- 
ment had taken over the licenses, 
the old board had Issued three licenses 
in Prlnco Bupert. So It might bo 
seen that the action was not taken too 
soon. Tho licenses were at once can- 
celled. Similar Instances had been 
found in other parts of the north. Tho 
same policy had been extended to 
the line of the G.T.P., and it would 
never have been extended by tho 
local board. This was also true of 
the Queen Charlotte Islands, and of 
all the unorganized districts. The first 
thing ascertained by tho department 
in dealing with an application was 
whether a hotel was needed in the 
locality. The momber for Delta had 
stated that the llrst Inquiry was ns 
to whether the applicant was a Lib- 
eral or a Concervatlve. This was 
absolutely false. 

Here Mr. Oliver interrupted to say 
that his words had been misconstrued. 

"Mr. Bussey and 1 are not tem- 
perance cranks," continued Mr. Bowser 
"We are only trying to do what wo 
think fair and In the best interests 
of the province. In the past eighteen 
months only six hotel licenses have 
been issued In the entire province. 
If I were running my department for 
political purposes do you think the 
number would be so small? Of these 
six, three were granted by the old 
licensing committees, and we let them 
go on. So wo granted only three. 
Does any temperance man want better 
record than that We have In that 
time refused 73 applications for hotel 
licenses. Instead of Issuing licenses 
for a year, as the former policy was, 
we Issue them for six month periods. 
This gives us a better power of re- 
gulation. Gf the applications for re- 
newal of old licenses we have can- 
celled twenty-five. I may say that 
the only adverse criticism wo have re- 
ceived In this has come from mem- 
bers on this side of the House." 

Mr. Bowser cited several cases where 
prominent Conservatives, otllcers of 
local Conservative organizations, had 
been deprived of their licenses for 
misconduct. He also mentioned a 
case In the district of Delta, 
where the Conservative hotel-keeper 
had lost his license, and the Liberal 
rival had been left in control of the 
field. He challenged any Opposition 
member to give the name of one 
Liberal who had lost his license In 
the provlnco in the past eighteen 
months. 

Special Warrants 

The subject of special warrants was 
dealt with next by the attorney-gen- 
eral. The Victoria Times, he said 
had attacked the minister of finance 
severely because of the large number 
of special warrants that had been 
passed during the recess. The posi- 
tion in this province was a peculiar 
one. At any moment needs might 
arise that It was impossible to fore- 
see during tho session, and so special 
warrants had to bo resorted to. The 
lieutenant-governor examined these 
warrants carefully, and the fact that 
he signed them showed that he was 
satisfied with the need for them. Tho 
Dominion government resorted to 
special warrants at every session, and 
the matter was entirely justifiable. 
Then Mr. Bowser took up the various 
Items In the list of special warrants, 
and explained them. 

There was a grant of $10,000 to tho 
Anti-Tuberculosis society for the 
Kamloops sanatorium; $5,000 for hos- 
pitals; $115,000 for free text-books; 
$5,000 for clearing land in Richmond 
district to complete the marine drive- 
way outsido Vancouver; $00,000 to en- 
courage the surveys of this country 
to make way for the settler. Then 
there was a warrant for $200,000, 
passed the day after the Dominion 
elections. The Victoria Times had 
tried to connect this with the elec- 
tions. They might be Interested to 
know that tho money had not been 
spent, but tho warrant had been put 
through for sidewalks and pavements 
In Prlnco Rupert. There was a war- 
rant for $109,000, of which $44,000 
had been spent on provincial build- 
ings which overran the estimates; 
$05,000 for sundry district roads; $75,- 
000, of which $3(5,000 had been spent 
on surveys; $10,000 grant to tho Que- 
bec Tercentenary; $10,000, a loan to 
tho Canada Zino company, of Nelson; 
$3,000 as compensation for orchards 
destroyed by tho Inspector of fruit; 
and $10,000, a grant to the burned city 
of Fcrnlo. 

The Fisheries Question 
A vIcIoub attack had been mnde on 
tho attorney-general, he said, with re- 
gard to his control of the department 
of llslierles. The member for Delta 
had worked himself into a high frenzy 
on this score, although he had not 
shed tears as he had done at a moot- 
ing of fishermen before the Dominion 
elections. In 1808 there had been a 
decision of the Privy Council to the 
effect that tho province owned the 
lisli In Its waters. Owing to this tho 
province felt that It should have some 
revenue from the llslierles Instead of 
allowing the Dominion government to 
monopolize It. Agnln, the Bulmon in 
tho Eraser rp'f»r was being depleted 
through tho Ineffclent handling of the 
department by a minister uf marine 
and fisheries 4,000 miles away. 

In 11101 the Speaker of the House, 
then In charge of the llslierles depart- 
ment, entered Into a modus Vivendi 
with the Dominion minister whereby 
British Columbia was to receive llfty 
per cent of the net revenue collected 
by the Dominion from fisheries in the 
province. The same modus vivondi 
had been entered Into by successive 
ministers but up to the present Brit- 
ish Columbia had not received one dol- 
lar. Telegrams sent to the department 
at Ottawa had remained unanswered. 

Accordingly in 100S tho attorney- 
general had undertaken to Introduce 
a regulation whereby the province 
might get sorao benefit from Its llsli- 
erles. It was enacted that ovcry fish- 
erman should pay $2.50 for his license, 
or $5 in tho case of two men In a 
boat. The Dominion license was $10, 
and In addition to this the Dominion 
had divided tho province into throe 
districts, and a fresh license must be 



taken out for each district, making a 
total license fee of $30 per year. Thus 
the provincial regulation would savo 
tho fishermen tho sum of $22.50 per 
boat. Immediately after tho provin- 
cial license had been put In effect, tho 
Dominion reduced the fee to $5 a year 
and did away with tho threo districts. 

"The member for Doha had stated 
that I am the enemy of the white fish- 
erman," said tho attorney-general. 
You will scr. from what I now say 
who was the <Ylend o£ tho fisherman. 
In addition to tho saving In money, 
my regulations made It necessary that 
every license-holder must bo a Brit- 
ish subject, while the Dominion had 
Issued licenses to hundreds of Japan- 
ese. Tho Japanese In this country, 
especially In the district of Delta, 
havo established largo factories for 
the salting of fish which they export 
to the Orient. The Cannery Revenue 
Act of lasL session made it necessary 
for each cannery to secure a license, 
and pay o£ fee of $100 therefor. This 
meusure mnde It possible to regulato 
tho operating of canneries so as to 
preserve the fish. In this case also 
tho Dominion government followed 
our example, and six weeks after out- 
law came Into effect thoy established 
slmilnr regulations. 

He found 24 Japanese salting estab- 
lishments in this country, and- wo 
would not allow them to operate until 
they paid $100 for their license. Thus 
wo got some rovenuc from them. The 
Dominion government does not get ono 
cent of revenue from thu Japanese. 
You will see by this who are the 
friends of the Jans. 

By the terms of union, It was tho duty 
of tho Dominion to protect and en- 
courage the fisheries of British Colum- 
bia, yet in this province a person who 
wants to take part in all the fisheries 
must pay $151 a year to the Dominion 
government. All tho Dominion does 
to encourage fisheries here is to main- 
tain two small boats, built at Vancou- 
ver, ono of which, the Kestrel, cost 
$70,000 to build, and costs $22,000 a 
year to maintain. These boats are well 
called tiie "crab cruisers" of British 
Columbia by the American poachers. 
They had been actually successful this 
year In capturing two small gasoline 
launches from Seattle. There were 
more than 200 halibut boats that como 
over from the United States to fish 
here, and they have a system of patrol 
that enables them to get away from 
the cruisers at all times. 

In 1007. the Dominion collected from 
all the provinces, in fishing licenses 
and fines $59,544, of which $20,003 or 
50 per cent., came from B. C. In tho 
same period the Dominion expended on 
llslierles $093,(585 of which B. C. got 
less than ten per cent. Was this fair? 
In 190G, the Dominion paid as boun- 
ties to fishermen $109,015, of which B. 
C. got not ono cent. Well might the 
member for Delta weep for the inter- 
ests of the white fishermen of B. C. 
In 1900-7 the Dominion had spent 
$ 17,350 for cold storage of bait on the 
Atlantic coast, and $45,384 for dispos- 
ing of dogfish about Nova Scotia. Al- 
though B. C. has dogfish as well, she 
got not one cent. 

"We have lost so far in the courts," 
said Mr. Bowser, in summing up tho 
fisheries situation, "hut that case does 
not rest with tho full court of B. C. 
We will go back to the privy council, 
presuming on the ruling of 1898, to 
see who owns the fisheries of this pro- 
vince." 

As for the immigration act, tho 
government had not receded from Its 
attitude one iota. The case was now 
before tho prlyy council, and the gov- 
ernment would find out from tho high- 
est authority in the realm whether tho 
Dominion or the province had the right 
to control immigration into B. C. 
A Great Land Policy. 

Continuing, Mr. Bowser asserted 
that many charges without foundation 
had been made against the Chief Com- 
missioner of Lands, who was a most 
capable minister, and one of tho most 
honest men the Cabinet had over 
known. These tactics wore reprehen- 



sible. No minister had ever heard any 
complaint as to tho difficulty of get- 
ting Information about lands in tho 
Province. The government had sent 
out surveys to various parts, plans hud 
been filed, and Intending settlers had 
within their reach all tho information 
they might require. 

As for tho selling of public lands 
to speculators, the member for Delta 
had spoken of certain grazing leases 
which had been given by tho Chief 
Commissioner was not aware of any 
leaso of that kind. No doubt the hon- 
orable momber had been thinking of 
tho grazing leases of Messrs. Turriff 
and Burrows in the Northwest. 

In connection with the lands ques- 
tion the attorney general enumerated 
the various lots of land that the gov- 
ernment had resorvctl for bona fide 
pre-emptors In various parts of tho 
province. Tho total estimate of pub- 
lic lands thus reserved was 7,790,540 
acres. 

"While the Liberal party Is compos- 
ed of men who make statements so 
reckless," said Mr. Bowsor, in this con- 
nection, "it will always occupy in tho 
estimation of the poople of this coun- 
try the position tho last election show- 
ed it to be in." 

Further, tho government had spent 
in surveys the sum of $280,945 sinco 
it took up office. The department of 
lands had been honestly and fairly 
carried on, so that nobody could get 
a second purchase without a certifi- 
cate of improvement. 

Some Tardy Explanations. 

After a glance at the government's 
timber policy, which ho took occasion 
to compliment, the attorney general 
passed to political matters. There 
was on tho port of the opposition mem- 
bers a tendency to try to explain tho 
Liberal losses in the Dominion elec- 
tions. He himself had been given tho 
credit for stampeding the province in 
1907, and had been given worldwide 
tame as a result. This year it was 
alleged that tho country went wrong 
because of a telegram which had ap- 
peared in the Colonist. Why did the 
Liberals nut face things squarely? The 
majority of tho people of tills province 
are not with tho Liberal party, just as 
tho majority of tho people In Canada 
wore not with the Conservative party 
In the last Dominion elections. 

The leader of the opposition had de- 
serted his seat the other day to at- 
tend a Liberal banquet In Vancouver. 
When asked there why B. C. had gone 
Conservative, that gentleman, instead 
of blaming the attorney general or tho 
Colonist blamed the Liberal record of 
graft for the loss of British Columbia. 
Ono gentleman went as far as to say 
that no man in God's world could ex- 
pect to win in the Province of British 
Columbia under the record of tho Lib- 
eral party under Sir Wilfrid Laurler. 

Mr. Macdonald hero Interrupted, stat." 
ing that the man had said nothing of 
the sort. 

Mr. Bowser declared that there, had 
been a frank discussion of tho Liber- 
al graft methods at that meeting. Mr. 
Mclnnis had undertaken to explain the 
methods of patronage, and no man 
could better explain It. Tho public 
conscience of Canada had not yet been 
aroused sufficiently for the election of 
a Conservative majority. Mr. Mac- 
donald had warned the Liberals that 
their weakness was lack of organiza- 
tion. He warned them that there might 
bo a provincial election this summer 
Ho was - not quite so honest as "our 
friend, who has now lost the soubri- 
quet bf 'Honest John,' and ' is known 
all over the province at 'Talking 
John.' " 

Here Mr. Bowser went on to ex- 
plain his attitude In the matter of his 
famous speech in tho Victoria Theatro 
on the eve of the 1907 elections. He 
maintained that the disclosures at tho 
Mackenzie King investigation in Van- 
couver had justified him in tho mat- 
ter. Where had his honorable friend 
the Leader of the Opposition been in

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MR. BORDEN'S TELEGRAM. 

"We find on Investigation that Mr. 
Borden's telegram of the 24th of Octo- 
ber was taken from the telegraph edi- 
tor'^ desk shortly after it was receiv- 
ed and was never returned to the Colo- 
nist office. The message from hiin 
read: "Your message received. The 
Conservative party stands for a white 
Canada and the absolute protection of 
white labor," while the telegram print- 
ed in the Colonist was taken from the 
iiotes of the reporter In attendance at 
the Conservative meeting of that night 
and read; "Your message received. 
Tlie Conservative party stands for a 
white Canada, the protection of white 
labor and the absolute exclusion of 
Asiatics." (vide page 2, column 7, 
"Colonist" or ( let. 25th.) 

It was nearly midnight when the 
telegram was required, and about that 
time a transcription of the report from 
the notes mentioned was taken to the 
photo-engraving plant for the purpose 
of reproduction. 

It was at this point that the Colo- 
nist fell very badly Indeed. We can- 
not excuse ourselves lor being so re- 
miss in allowing tlie telegram to be 
published in this manner. We should 
have satisfied ourselves of its bona 
fides by going to the C.P.R. telegraph 
office and, in the absence of the origi- 
nal, securing a certified copy of it. We 
would then have discovered the re- 
grettable alteration and put it right 
at once. Such a course would only have 
been fair to Mr. Borden and Mr. Bar- 
nard and simple Justice to them de- 
manded It. At the same time fwe 
would have succeeded in keeping the 
Colonist beyond the criticism of its 
enemies. 

We must however assume the res- 
ponsibility of Inexcusable negligence 
and endeavor by exercising greater 
care in the future, to protect our pa- 
per and Iti friends. Wo feel that we 
can refer to the record of the Colo- 
nist, to its fair treatment of its op- 
ponents, its loyalty to its friends. Its 
honest presentation of the news and 
Its frank and fearless comments as 
well as its readiness to correct prompt- 
ly any errors into wnlch it may have 
fallen as an offset to the unfavorable 
impression which the publication of 
tills altered telegram must necessar- 
ily create and as a guarantee that the 
lesson of the incident will not be lost.

MR. JOHN OLIVER 

Mr. John Oliver sends us a letter 
which we print. Mr. Oliver takes him- 
self very much too seriously. He has 
a habit of rising In his place in the 
Mouse, and under tlie protection of the 
privileges of the legislature, vilifying 
In unmeasured terms all persons 
whom it suits his purpose to attack 
and when be is held up to the ridicule, 
which he deserves, he whines like a 
whipped schoolboy. He should be 
more of a man. The explanation 
which he gives in bis letter puts him 
in a more absurd light than the con- 
struction we placed upon his remarks.

SENATOR SCOTT'S PLAN. 



Senator Scott has favored the coun- 
try with his views on Senate reform, 
but lie was very careful to say that he 
spoke only for himself and not for the 
members of the government. He pro- 
poses that the Senators shall be in part 
elective and in part appointive. Those 
elected he would distribute as follows: 
10 to Ontario, 1G to Quebec, 7 to Nova 
Scotia, 7 to New Brunswick, and 2 
to each of the other provinces, which 
would make 10 more. This would give 
56 elective Senators. At present the 
Senate is thus made up: 24 from On- 
tario, 21 from Quebec, 10 from Nova 
Scotia, 10 from New Brunswick, 3 
from Prince Edward Island. 4 from 
Manitoba, 4 from Saskatchewan, 4 
from Alberta and 3 from British Co- 
lumbia: total SR. Therefore there 
would remain 30 more to be appointed 
and these would be called Senators-at- 
large. The Senatorial term would be 
limited to ,S years and in the event of 
a change of government, the Incoming 
ministry might appoint new Senators, 
If It was felt necessary to equalize 
political parties, but after this power 
was exercised no new Senators should 
be appointed until the number fell to 
SC. 

Senator Scott's proposition as to the 
distribution of Senators will hardly be 
taken seriously by any one. He seems 
to be back In pre-Confederatlon days 
when Upper and Lower Canada, New 
Brunswick and Nova Scotia were alone 
to he taken into consideration. A 
proposal to give the four original 
provinces the right to elect 4 out of 
50 Senators is, on the face of it, too 
absurd to be contemplated, but is 
instructive as showing the point, of 
view from which at least one eminent 
and altogether honorable member of 
the Senate regards the Dominion In 
this year of grace 190!). lie places 
Nova Scotia and New Brunswick each 
on a higher plane than the three prov- 
inces of Manitoba, Saskatchewan and 
Alberta, although the latter have many 
times the area of the two Maritime 
Provinces and more than their combin- 
ed population. lie offsets this great 
province of British Columbia by Prince 
Edward Island, although the latter 
province is less than one-seventh the 
area of Vancouver Island and has prob- 
ably not more than one-third the pop- 
ulation of British Columbia, Moreover 
lie loses sight altogether of the fact 
that the provinces west of the Great 
Lakes are increasing in population by 
leaps ami bounds while the eastern 
Maritime Provinces are almost stand- 
ing still. lie would vest In Ontario 
and Quebec for all time to come to 
elect 32 out of GG Senators and would 
give Ontario, Quebec, New Brunswick 
and Manitoba the elective control of 
the whole Upper Chamber.

Re Sugg-cations to tho Parks' Board. 

Sir — The report of the parks' superin- 
tendent outlined in today's Colonist In- 
dicates the desirability of various Im- 
provements at beacon Bill park, but tho 
report contains one suggestion which 1 
trust will receive careful consideration 
and which I, for one, hope will never 
be carried out.

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AMERICAN ROADS TO 
INVADE PROVINCE 

Several Companies Seek Char- 
ters From the Provincial 
Legislature 



With enormous stakes at issue a 
four .'cornered light, for the privilege 
ot tapping »ine coal and lumber dis- 
tricts of the Flathead river, In south- 
east Kootonny, will bo waged by Am- 
erican railway interests, during this 
session' of the provincial legislature. 
The Groat Northern, which already 
taps the Crow's Nest district, by a 
branch lino from the main line, north 
via the Elk river to Michel and Fernle, 
seeks to build Into a region at pre- 
sent without transportation facilities. 
The other prospective invaders of 
Canadian territory are Hill's great 
rival, Hurrlman, as well as the Mil- 
waukee, a new transcontinental line, 
with Seattle as its Pacillc coast ter- 
minal, and Mr. D. C. Corbin, a Spokane 
millionaire, who cooperated with the 
Canadian Pacllic Hallway in building 
tile Spokane International, the new 
link connecting Spokane with the 
Crow's Nest Puss Railway, and form- 
ing with the O. R. & N. railway a 
throught route between Portland and 
Minneapolis and Chicago. 

The forces o£ these rival interests 
have . already begun to assemble in 
Vancouver and Victoria in order to 
organize for the legislative campaign 
Which will soon begin in earnest. Lob- 
bies representing the Milwaukee and 
Harrlman interests have been stopping 
at the Hotel Vancouver for several 
days The nominal applicants for 
the privilege of building lines through 
the Flathead river valley are British 
subjects, but in reality tliey are merely 
acting as agents for the American 
transcontinental roads. Mr. Corbin 
counts upon the Canadian Pacific rail- 
Way as being his strongest ally in the 
impending fight. Hill, Harrlman and 
the Milwaukeo having no community 
of interest, will work independently. 
A Charter in Existence, 
A charter covering the routo from 
the International boundary line north 
through the Flathead river Valley and 
on to a point on the Crow's Nest 
branch of the Canadian Pacillc rail- 
way, is now in existence. It is own- 
ed by the South East Kootenay rail- 
way company, which is preparing to 
offer strong opposition to the advent 
of rival companies provided Its inter- 
ests are not fully protected. The 
owners of this franchise are nearly 
all Canadians and recently they com- 
pleted financial arrangements to un- 
dertake the construction of the road 
during the coming summer. Offers 
from at least one of the transcontinen- 
tal roods seeking to Invade the coal 
district were, turned down. 

The location surveys have been com- 
pleted.' Mr. J. J. Hill plans to build 
a branch lino north from Bolton, a 
station on the main line in Bolton, 
Montana^ Ho will enter British Col- 
umbia via the Flathead river valley, 
crossing the frontier at a point nearly 
one hundred miles east of Gateway, 
the point where this existing line into 
the Crow's Nest district crosses the 
boundary line. Besides tapping the 
eoal and lumber regions throughout 
tills district he will make connections 
with his northern terminals at Fernle 
and Michel. The proposed line will 
effect a saving of one hundred miles 
in the haul of coal and coke to Butte, 
the mining and smelting centre, as 
compared with the other Hill branch 
via Gateway. 

Mr. Corbin's Line. 
. Mr. D. C. Corbin has already built 
n railway from Michel on the lino of 
the C.P.R. to McGlllivray, a distance 
of fourteen miles. At McGlllivray, 
he is now developing a coal mine. His 
holdings of coal lands In that locality 
are large, embracing seventeen claims. 
Ho plans an expenditure of one mil- 
lion dollars in placing tho mine on 
a shipping basis. Several hundred 
men are now engaged In development 
work. Mr. Corbin through J. A. 
Harvey, K.C., of Cranbrook, now seeks 
permission to extend his linn down 
the valley of the Flathead river to 
the international boundary. He plans 
extending this line southeast to Butte 
in order to find a market for his 
coal and coke. But tills phase of 
the proposition is only Incidental as 
other traftic would be secured. The 
coal deposits in the Flathead country 
nro said to surpass those of tho famed 
Crow Nest Pass district in thickness 
as well as in quality, constituting one 
cf the largest coal areas in the world. 
Being on fclendly terms with the 
C.P.R. his proposed line would also 
serve as a link to enable the Can- 
adian transcontinental railway to 
gain an entrance to central Montana 
nnd thus even up scores with the 
Great Northern. Mr. Corbin Is also 
interested In coal and coal oil lands 
In British Columbia adjacent to the 
boundary line. This area would also 
be tapped by tho projected line. 
Wido Enough For All 
The Flathead river runs south into 
Montana. Its valley is wide and offers 
room for the building of half a dozen 
railways up Its base if tho British 
Columbia legisiaturo is Indulgent 
enough to grant all tho applications 
for charters. There Is a down-hill 
haul all the way through tho vallev. 
Near~' McGlllivray at the upper end 
two low passes have got to bo sur- 
mounted before tho roads /-an strike 
tho south fork of Michel creek and 
reach the heart of the Crow's Next 
coal district. 

The Milwaukee seeks to build via 
the same, routo, It will build from its 
main lino at a point west of Missoula, 
Montana. Before striking the inter- 
national boundary it will traverso a 
rich and undeveloped portion of ter- 
ritory Including tho well known Flat- 
head Indian reserve. The link from 
tho main line to the British Columbia 
border will be about one hundred 
miles long. Tills routo will also af- 
ford a shorter haul' to the Montana 
smelters than that now enjoyed, by 
tho Hill branch lino to Pernio.- and 
Michel. Offlelals of the Milwaukee 
have lately boon investigating a num- 
ber of Important coal propositions In 
tho Canudlan Flathead country at 
prices varying from $500,000 to $1,500,- 
000. The management is credited with 
tho intention of securing a supply of 
coal for its new transcontinental sys- 
tem, efforts to purchase satisfactory 
coal lands In AVyoming and other ad- 
jacent states having proved unsuc- 



cessful, indeed a high oillciul of tho 
Milwaukeo system hero this week 
from Seattle stated that. every Ameri- 
can transcontinental lino" as a measure 
of self-protection will soon bo depend- 
ent on East Kootenay for its coal 
supply. The American coal produced 
in tho west, ho added, was far Inferior 
in steaming Qualities, while British 
Columbia coke was indlspensiblo to 
tho American smelters west of tho 
Missouri river. . Interests close to tho 
management of the Milwaukeo have 
also sent trusted agents to tho Flat- 
head river valley to report on tho area 
of coal lands with a view to engaging 
in coal mining as a private enterprise. 
Project is Farrell's 

J. D. Farreil, formerly Hill's trusted 
lieutenant with whom he Quarreled 
several years ago, and now high in 
the councils of a great rival, Harrl- 
man, is said to have inspired tho Idea 
of building in to Southeast Kootenay. 
Tho project Is to extend the Utah 
Northern, a Harrlman road, from Sli- 
ver Bow junction, near Butte, through 
Montana to the International boun- 
dary, a distance of about 280 miles 
and thence Into tho t coal Holds. If 
Hill is unsuccessful 'in securing a 
charter and Harrlman wins out at 
Victoria, the Utah Northern extension 
will give him a shorter haul by 150 
miles than that afforded by Hill's 
branch line from the Crow's Nest dis- 
trict to main Hue. This Harrlman 
road now extends from Salt Bake City 
to Silver Bow junction. It will cross 
live other transcontinental roads be- 
fore, striking Canadian territory. 

Harrlman surveyors have already 
been over tho route and It is saiil 
location ' surveys will be rushed to 
conclusion early this spring In order 
that construction work may be un- 
dertaken without a moment's delay. 

Harrlman prefers to build through 
Southeast Kootenay under his own 
charter. With characteristic astute- 
ness ho is said to have foreseen every 
possibility in his light with Hill and 
to have taken tho precaution to ar- 
range for tho purchase of another 
charter should the necessity arise.

The following very interesting com- 
munication which foreshadows tho as- 
sembling of an Imperial International 
exhibition in tho great city of London, 
England, and which was sent to the 
Natural History Society of this city 
was read: 

"Dear Sir: At tho request of 
the Natural History Society I 
take pleasure In enclosing you a cir- 
cular lettor from the Imperial Inter- 
national Exhibition, London, as it is 
thought its contents may bo of some 
service to your honorable body. I re- 
main, yours respectfully, 

"F. Napier Denison, 
"Hon. Sec Natural History Society." 

"November 28, 1908. 

"Dear Sir: I beg to notify you of 
a great exhibition . to be held in Lon- 
don this summer to be known as 'The 
Imperial International Exhibition, Lon- 
don, 1909.' It will be held under simi- 
lar patronage to the successful Franco- 
British exhibition, which has just 
terminated and will take place on tho 
same site; which in response to pub- 
lic opinion has been presorved intact 
with its beautiful buildings and pic- 
turesque grounds which bus become 
popularly known as 'The Great White 
City.' 

"It is felt that no movomont is more 
fitting- for the extension of existing 
relations between nations and assist- 
ing in the preservation of universal 
peaco than tho holding of a groat In- 
ternational exhibition in the world's 
largest city. 

"I shall be glad if you will kindly 
assist In making this fact known In 
the various journals of your country 
and through your numerous commer- 
cial associations. Should it bo pos- 
sible for you to favor us with the 
names of any individuals or bodies to 
whom it would be advisable to com- 
municate with in furtherance of this 
object, we shall be extremely obliged. 

"If you will honor the exhibition by- 
associating yourself with it in some 
way. It wIM be fully appreciated. I 

Acknowledgment of the receipts 
of a copy of the Victoria, Board of 
Trade's resolution in reference to tho 
amendment of dry-dock responsibilities 
were read from Mr. G. H. Barnard, 
M.P., Mr. Ralph Smith, M.P., and tho 
Hon. W. Templeman.

Mr. Templeman replied: "Please ac- 
cept, my thanks." 

Alaska- Yukon. 

Mr. .las. A. Wood, the director of 
exploitation of the Alaska-Yukon ex-, 
position, wrote stating that the Can- 
adian commissioner, Mr. Wm. Hutch- 
inson would arrive in Seattle not later 
than upon Monday next, the 1 prox., 
fully prepared to proceed with the 
erection of the Canadian Building up- 
on the sito which has been alloted 
upon the exposition grounds, to tho 
Dominion Government, for this pur- 
pose. 

Mr. G. Hi Barnard, M.P., advised 
tho board, by letter from Ottawa, 
that upon application at the depart- 
ment ho had been Informed by the 
Deputy minister of Agriculture, that 
It was tho government's intention to 
voto tho sum of $75,000 for the erec- 
tion of this building and the. making 
at this exposition of a suitable ex- 
hibit, which would for the most part 
consist of mineral, the horticultural, 
and the agricultural products of Cun- 
ada.

payers will stand for the additional 
expense provided they get value for 
their money and It is In order that 
tho engineer may be able to get full 
value anil do tho work properly that 
his request for $61,300 presented at 
last week's meeting will be granted. 
The subject was discussed last week 
but laid over until last night's meet- 
ing. City Engineer Topp suggested 
tlie following approximate; amounts 
which should be available! for street 
maintenance for the current year: 

Cleaning $12,000 

Drains 5,000 

Sprinkling 7,000 

Horse and cart maintenance.... 2.300 

Bridge repairs 2,000 

Oiling pavements .. .. , 900 

Tools maintenance 2,000

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A BOULEVARD REVOLUTION 

Paris Jockey- Club Will Movo Quarters 
to Champ Elysees 



Paris, Jan. 29.— Something like a 
boulevard revolution will be. hatched 
this month in a famous flat at the cor- 
ner of the Rue Scribe and the Boule- 
vard des Capuclnes. These are the 
quarter.') of the Jockey Club, which 
has occupied them for forty-seven 
years. But tho most fashionable club 
in Paris — not the most exclusive, for 
that distinction belongs doubtless to 
the Carole Agrlcolo, known as tho 
"Potatoes," the essential qualification 
being tho possession of hereditary 
landed estates— has made up Its mind 
to fcraulte tho boulevards. The mem- 



bers of the Jockey Club will be boule- 
vardlers no more. Tho mysterious 
law by which European cities develop 
from east to west has affected Paris 
more than any other capital of late 
years. When 'the PariB Jockey Club 
was founded it took up Us abode at 
tlie cornar of tlie Rue de Holder and 
the boulevard east of the Opera. After 
a few changes the club removed, in 
1861, to its present quarters, tho lease 
of which was signed by the "commit- 
tee of three dukes," D'Albufera, De 
Fltz James, and De 31saccia, after- 
wards De Doudeauvlllo, the late pres- 
ident. 

In those days it was a daring ven- 
ture to movo so far west, and tho 
club's rooms were almost off the 
boulevardlers' beat. Of course, there 
are few real boulevardlers left. At 
any rate, tlie Jockey Club has decided 
that it Is at present off the fashion- 
able beat, but this time tlie other end 
011, so to speak, and when It lease 
falls in two years hence it will move 
to some premises In or about the 
Champs Elysees, to be chosen at a 
committee meeting this month, which 
will also elect a successor to the late 
Duke de Doudeauvlllo. At tho pres- 
ent rato of westward progression, tho 
boulevards will soon have become tlie 
business quarter of Paris, and "boule- 
vardier," both the species and the 
term, will be extinct and obsolete,

GOVERNMENT IS ASKED 
TO BUILD A BRIDGE 

Deputations From Vancouver 
and North Vancouver In- 
terview Ministers 



Tho deputations representing tho 
city councils of Vancouver and North 
Vancouver and tho Vancouver Board 
o£ Trade, who are seeking for a pro- 
vincial grant in aid of a joint traffic 
bridge across the Second Narrows 
had an extended Interview with thu 
government yesterday. The ministers 
present included the Premier and 
Messrs. Carter Cotton, Young, Tatlow 
and Bowser, while the deputations 
wero headed by Mayor Douglass of 
Vancouver, Mayor May of North; 
Vancouver, Reeve McNaught of tho 
district of North Vancouver, District 
Engineer Donald Cameron and Reeve 
Byrne of Burnaby, E. H. Heaps, pre- 
sident of the Vancouver Board of 
Trade, and D. G. Dick, president of 
tho North Vancouver body wero also 
present with other members of their 
respective boards. 

Tho project was outlined by Mayor 
Douglass, who stated that tho gov- 
ernment was asked to give $250,000 
towards the bridge. The Dominion 
government had placed $200,000 on the 
estimates for the bridge, which would 
leave about $200,000 to be provided by 
the 'neighboring municipalities. He 
explained that there were two alter- 
natives. A high level bridge without 
a draw would cost $050,000, while a 
low level bridge with a draw would 
be some $50,000 less. 

The speaker went on to expatiate 
on the necessity of such a bridge 
which, it was claimed, would be of 
Immense benefit to the mainland as 
well as to the cities directly interest- 
ed, as it would give Immediate suc- 
cess to the north. Some of the big 
railway companies were figuring on 
such a bridge, but even if they did 
build one, It would only be a railway 
bridge. Eventually a road traltlc 
brldgo would have to be built, and if 
a joint trafllc bridge wero not con- 
constructed in tho lirst place it 
would mean a second bridge, at much 
greater expense and an additional 
hindrance to navigation. 

Mr. Carter Cotton enquired about 
the Dominion subvention, asking if it 
was certain whether that sum would 
actually be forthcoming. He remark- 
ed that former experience went to 
indicate that the Dominion govern- 
ment would not give any money in 
aid to a provincial project. There ap- 
peared to bo some doubt who was 
intended to benefit by tho subsidy 
which had been voted. 

Premier McBride expressed disap- 
proval of tile plan suggested. If the 
Dominion and provincial governments 
and the two municipalities built the 
the bridge there would be a fourfold 
partnership, which would be unwork- 
able In practice. To this Mr. Heaps 
remarked that it was the consensus 
of opinion that the government should 
own tho bridge entirely. 

Reference was made to tho New 
Westminster bridge concerning which 
Capt. Tatlow said that that bridge 
had earned $25,000 during the past

year, of which tho Great Northern 
had contributed some $15,000, an 
amount which this year would pro- 
bably be Increased to $20,000. 

Mayor Douglass thought that the 
government might build tho whole 
bridge as an investment. The money 
could be borrowed at four per ceiit, 
and the tolls would more than pay 
for the Interest on tho cost of the 
bridge and tho expense of upkeep. It 
appears from remarks lot fall by tho 
deputation that Vancouvorites have 
other and ambitious views as well in 
tho direction of local transportation, 
one of these being a tunnel under 
Burrard Inlet. 

After hearing all that was to be 
said In support of tho project and 
reading the petitions, bearing 3,000 
signatures, which were presented, the 
deputations were told to go and find 
out just how the matter stood with 
regard to the Dominion subsidy of 
$200,000, as It would make a great 
difference If that money wore avail- 
able in tho event of the bridge being 
built by the province. The deputa- 
tion then withdrew.

Victoria's Largest Music House 



There is a marked revival of inter- 
est In the Fifth Regiment. This is 
evinced by the number of recruits 
who have been taken in during the 
past several weeks. The ranks of the 
three companies gradually are swel- 
ling and the otlicers believe that, at 
the present rate, it v\ui I be long be- 
fore the corps has attained the end 
that they had In view for years, 
namely, tho obtaining of tho numerical 
mark which is termed "full strength." 
Artillery Efficiency. 
That the militia has been able to 
maintain tho high standard of effi- 
ciency in artillery, that has been set 
in previous years, was proven the 
other night, whoa upwards of $200 
was distributed among the members 
of the various companies, being the 
prizes to which they wore entitled as 
a result of last year's competition. 
That the non-commissioned oillcers 
and men should receive this is due to 
the foresight of those in charge In 
atliliuting with the Dominion Artillery 
association, an organization formed 
for the purposo of encouraging 
marksmanship among tho different 
Canadian corps. On at least one oc- 
casion, and perhaps oftener, Victoria's 
representatives have captured the first 
position. This time, however, they 
wero not so successful. Third place 
fell to them, the lirst und second be- 
ing secured by two companies of Hall- 
fax, Nova Scotia. Still their standing 
is altogether creditable and that the 
D. R. A. membership fee of something 
like $40 was well invested is beyond 
a question when the amount handed 
the gunners Is remembered. That as- 
pect of the case, as an oflicor remark- 
ed yesterday, is the more grasping 
and selfish. The real benefit derived 
is the keen spirit that is aroused 
among the members of the various 
militias from the Atlantic to the Paci- 
fic to earn the premier honors in the 
Dominion and to have their name re- 
corded as being the most efficient 
corps of Canada. 

Emergency Parade. 
At present the Fifth Regiment is 
full of life. Everyone Identified with 
it Is looking forward with more or less 
eager anticipation to the season's 
plans. The feature of the pro- 
gramme is the steps under 
consideration having in view a test 
of the system of mobilization. The 
lirst of these will take place in the 
course of a few weeks and it will be 
hi the nature of an emergency parade. 
To give the date of this affair would 
altogether eliminate its object, but it 
is stated that, in all probability, notl- 
llcation will be conveyed to the oillcers 
and men by means of threo or four 
blasts of the whistle of some 0110 of | 
the large industrial establishments of | 
the city. Just what the signal will be'| 
will bo made clear to the regiment's 
members ' before long. Following this, 
there will bo a mobilization — and this 
will be the most Important military 
event of the year. 

System of Defence. 
To understand what the regiment 
will be called on to do on this occasion 
an explanation of tho part its several 
sections would assume in the event of 
an assault from the water is neces- 
sary. Recently a new method hus 
been adopted. The members of number 
one company, who are grouped into 
several sections, would take control of 
the quick firing batteries at Esqui- 
mau, which are at Dunse Head, Bel- 
mont and Black Rock. No decision 
has been reached as to the speclllc 
duties of numbers two and three com- 
panies. However, it is understood 
that one would be assigned to tho 
Macaulay Point fortress while the 
other would go to the Work Point 
garrison to act as relief to the perma- 
nent force, there stationed, in case of 
necessity. Thus the whole of tho 
militia force would be placed, to the 
best possible advantage. In the defence 
of this part of Vancouver island. 
Question of Speed, 
How long would it take tho Fifth 
Regiment to distribute Itself In full 
strength among these different forts? 
That is the question which oillcers are 
anxious to be aole to answer to their 
satisfaction. And for the purpose of 
ascertaining the information it Is in- 
tended to arrange the aforesaid mobi- 
lization. Of course the quicker that 
the men in service could arrive at the 
various fortresses from their scatter- 
ed places of residence the more effi- 
cient is their corpH and the better 
defensive force must It be rated. 
That the men and the non-commis- 
sioned otlicers will recognize this and 
be found at their posts as soon as 
possible after the sounding of the 
pre-arranged signal those in charge 
are assured because they believe that 
all are equally anxious and all so 
thoroughly Imbued witli that esprit 
de corps which is essential in the at- 
taining of the loftiest standard of effi- 
ciency, that they will do everything 
In their power to mako the mobiliza- 
tion a fact within nn short a period 
as practicable. It Is expected that 
the nfTalr will be held on some Sun- 
day, when the men are free, In the 
month of March. 

New Uniforms Expectod. 
Over one point only are the Fifth 
Regiment members are worrying, and 
that Is the possible date of the arrival 
of tlie next issue of uniforms. They 
declare that the usual term of 
three years, since the last lot wero 
sent from Ottawa, having expired, 
more are due. It is expected that 
there will be the usual two or three 
months delay, but a renewal of the 
present equipment throughout Is look- 
ed forward to this spring, Tho 
clmnce of something turning up to 
interfere, as stated, Is a cause of 
worry, as for months It has been diffi- 
cult to make satisfactory provision 
for the recruits who are constantly 
being sworn in. The Quartermaster, 
It is understood, has made out tho 
necessary requisitions which will be 
forwarded to the department without 
delay.

In Woman's Realm 




HERE AND THERE 



It was many and many a year ago, 

In a kingdom by the sea, 
That a maiden lived whom you may 
know 

By the name of Annabel Leo. 
And this maiden she lived with no 
other thought 
Than to love and bo loved by mo. 

I was a child and she was a child 

In this kingdom by the sea; 
But we loved with a love that was more 
than love — 
1 and my Annabel Lee; 
With a love that the winged seraphs 
of heaven 
Coveted her and me. 

And this was the reason that, long ago, 

in this kingdom by the sea, 
A wind blow out of a cloud, chilling 

My beautiful Annabel Leu; 
So that her high-born kinsman came 

And bore her away from me, 
To shut her up in a sepulchre 

In this kingdom by the sea." 

These verses are from that poem by 
Edgar Allen Foe, which Lewis Mel- 
ville, writing In the current number of 
the Nineteenth Century describes In 
these words, 

"But the supreme example of his 
muse is Annabel Lee, with its spiritu- 
ality, its pathos and its tenderness 
wonderfully brought out through the 
simplicity of the style and the exquisite 
music and the haunting strains of the 
vorse." 

Although few poems are more fa- 
miliar to the average reader than "The 
Raven," not much Is generally known 
concerning Its author and his work and 
the very interesting and appreciative 
article will be widely read. A brief 
transcript may be welcome to some of 
the readers el' tills column. I 

It was a hundred years ago on the 
19th of this month that Edgar Foe was 
born in Boston. He was the son of 
David Poo and Elizabeth Arnold, a 
beautiful and talented actress. Ills 
father who was the son o£ a general 
and had been bred a lawyer adopted 
the profession of his wife. Before he 
was throe years old the child was left 
an orphan. His mother died In Rich- 
mond and the baby was adopted by a 
wealthy Scotch merchant John Allan, 
whose kindhearted wife was touched 
by the sight of the orphan boy. Edgar 
Allan Poe. ns he was henceforth called, 
soon became the darling of the house- 
hold. That he was a gifted child was 
early shown, for before he was six 
years old he could read, draw, recite 
and dance. He was very unwisely en- 
couraged to display his childish ac- 
complishments and thus early did he 
begin to live a life of excitement which 
» - as fatal to one of his nervous tem- 
perament. 

In June, 1 SI 5. the family went to 
England and the little hoy was sent to 
the Manor House School at Stoke New- 
Ington, then a village near London. In 
"William Wilson" Foe portrays his 
teacher, the Rev. Jolm Brapsby, and 
describes the fine old schoolhouse and 
the happy years spent under its roof. 

In 1821 the Allans returned to Vir- 
ginia, and Edgar was sent to Rich- 
mond Academy for the next four years. 
At seventeen he matriculated Into the 
University of Virginia and entered the 
schools of ancient and modern lan- 
guages. Here he not only distinguish- 
ed himself by taking 1 honors In Latin 
and French, but excelled bis compan- 
ions In athletic sports. He did not, 
however, finish his course. A passion 
for gambling took possession of the 
boy and he acquired that taste for al- 
cohol which has been fatal to so many 
men of genius. That these excesses 
could not have interfered greatly with 
his studies, his mastery of the English 
language. Indicates. lie did, however, 
Involve himself in debt. Mr. Allan paid 
what he owed to tradesmen, refused to 
discharge the 'debts of honor' and re- 
moved him from tin- university. 

While the- wayward but affectionate 
lad was at college he was fortunate 
enough to come under the Influence of 
a lady, the mother of on,, of his fellow 
students, named Stannard. To his 
great grief she died early. For months 
be visited her grave every day and 
afterwards "immortalised her memory 
In the exquisite verses "To Helen," 

"Helen, thy beauty Is to me 

Like those Nlcean barks of yore 
That gently, o'er a perfumed sea. 
The weary way-worn wanderer bore 
To his own native shore. 

On desperate seas long wont to roam, 
Thy hyacinth hair, thy classic face, 

Thy Naltul airs hnve brought me home 
To tin- glory that was Or , 

And the grandeur that was Rome. 

So, in your brilliant window niche. 

How statue-like I see thee stand, 
The agate lamp within thy hand, 

Ah. Psyche, from the regions which 
are holy-land." 

After taking his adopted son from 
college, Mr. Allan put him in his ofllce. 
But, as was to be expected, the occu- 
pation of an accountant was not con- 
genial to the brilliant student and he 
ran away. It was thought that he had 
gone to Europe to take part In Hie 
struggle of Greece against Turkey. It 
is not certain that he ever wont to 
Europe but in 1S2.9, when it will be no- 
ticed, he was only twenty years of age, 
Foe wrote to Mr. Allan that he bad 
enlisted In Boston as a private soldier 
and hud been promoted to tin- rank of 
sergeant-major. Ills discharge was 
obtained and his father's Influence 
secured him a nomination to West 
Point as a cadet. The desclpllne here, 
was irksome anil Foe was courtmar- 
tialled and dismissed the service in 
1S31. Mrs. Allan had died and bet- 
husband mnrrled a young wife. As 
might have been anticipated, when Mi-. 
Allan died In 1S34 he- made no provis- 
ion Cor the young man who, look upon 
his offences as leniently as we may, 
must have bitterly disappointed him. 

When only eighteen, Poe had pub- 
lished a volume of verses entitled 
"Tamerlane and Other Verses," and 
two years later a revised edition. 



After leaving West Point the young 
author determined to make the pro- 
fession of literature his life's work, j 
In consequence, however, of a "lover's 
quarrel he again left Richmond. This | 
lime he Intended to take part with the 
Poles in their Htruggle for liberty. Tho , 
news of the fall of Warsaw which he 
received at Baltimore, kept him In 
America, but he was not heard from 
again till tho Baltimore Saturday Vis- | 
I tor, in 1833 anonunced a competition 
for tho best poem and the best prose 
story. Poe not only won both prizes 
but the warm commendation of the 
judges. The young author had submit- 
ted six stories under the name of "Tho 
Tales of the Folio Club." 

"It would hardly lie doing justice to 
the writer of the collection to say that 
the tale we have chosen Is the best 
of the six offered by him (they wrote 
enthusiastically). Wc cannot refrain 
from saying that the author owes It 
to Ills own reputation, as well as the 
gratification of the community, to pub- 
lish the entire volume. These tales 
are eminently distinguished by a wild, 
vigorous and poetical Imagination, a 
rich style, a fertile Invention, and var- 
ied and curious learning." One of the 
judges, John P. Kennedy, Invited the 
author to dinner and learned from/his 
answer that he was in the greatest 
poverty. Kennedy acted the part of a 
wise and generous friend and through 
his influence Foe received employment 
on a periodical of which he afterwards 
became the editor. For sixteen years 
he followed the profession of letters, 
ills life, as his wannest friends were 
compelled to admit, was. during this 
time, marked by "Irregularity, eccen- 
tricity and querulousnesH." lie mar- 
i ried ii is cousin, .1 girl of fourteen, who 
was devotedly a 1 1 a lied to him. The 
writer of the article in the Review 
believes that tie warm affection which 
I Hie young w ile s mother felt for Foe 
I is the best e\ idenci' that In- was a. 

kind husband. In 1- 17. the wife, still 
I yuung, died of consumption. It was 
only two years later, on the 7tli of 
October, 1849, that the poet closed his 
troubled career at Baltimore. But a 
short time before his death he wrote: 
"1 have absolutely no pleasure in the 
stimulants In which 1 sometimes so 
madly Indulge. It lias not been in the 
pursuit ot pb-asure mat 1 have perilled 
life and reputation and reason. II has 
been In the desperate attempt to es- 
cape from torturing memories — mem- 
ories of wrong and injustice and Im- 
puted dishonor — from ri sense of in- \ 
supportable loneliness and a dread ofj 
some strange Impending doom.," 

A sad, sad story. Y'et this man hail 
a noble side to his character, which 
few of those, whom the world In these 
days honors as its greatest literary 
men, possess. 

"Foe. 1, Mr. Melville says, "never 
wrote a line against which the most 
austere moralist could protest," and 
again, "With Poe literature was a re- 
ligion, and as SUCll to be treated with 
t!ie greatest respect, lie never forced 
his gift, even when he was in dire 
penury, at a time when tie could sell 
everything he wrote — albeit for 11 beg- 
j gerly pittance, he never yielded to tho 
I temptation — probably lie never even 
felt the temptation — to publish any- 
thing of which bis critical sense did 
not approve, lie wrought slowly, and 
all too often In sorrow and In pain, he 
forged links In the chain that have 
made his fame immortal. He had his 
weaknesses — as what man litis not'.' — 
but he was as true to his Ideals of lit- 
erature as. so far as his poor erring 
humanity allowed, he was to those of 
life." 

When the trustees undertook to fix a 
scale of salaries they faced a difficult 
and invidious task. That they brought 
to it much .are and thought Is evi- 
dent. That their scale of wages will 
not please . vcrvone is equally cer- 
tain. 

Almost every one will agree that the 
Children of Victoria will be better 
taught and have a greater chance of 
becoming good citizens if there is a 
fair proportion of men on the leach- 
ing staff. In this country of many 
opportunities nu n cannot be expected 
1 to undertaki the work of teaching 
unless they receive a higher salary 
than a laborer, who requires no special 
preparation for his work. 

on tin- other hand, an excellent 
woman makes a far '>■■ '. u 1 teacher 
than an Inferior man. as toe people 
of Victoria now. Is it wise for the 
trustees to make it Impossible for 
them to recognise extraordinary merit 
on the part of any teacher? There 
are women on the teaching staff of 
Victoria who have proved that their 
Inllucnce over their pupils and their 
power of Imparting knowledge are 
fully equal and lu some cases super- 
ior to 1 hose possessed by men occupy- 
ing similar positions. The depart- 
ment of education does not make any 
difference between the salaries of men 
and women who obtain certificates 
as teachers. Thoughont the country, 
as In the municipalities some of the 
most etlh lent teachers are women. 
II will, perhaps be found necessary at 
some future time, In order to retain 
the services of a superior teacher to 
depart from the scab- laid down. 

The principle 'hat ihobe teachers 
who have a Hpeclal .riM for teaching 
tie- youngest children should receive 
larger salaries than others is one 
Hint is generally recognized In these 
days. Nothlng'is more certain than 
that the mistakes made at the begin- 
ning of a child's eductalon are the 
hardest to remedy. The faculty for 
dealing wisely with the little ones is 
a characteristic of tin- born teacher 
and no amount of training can supply 
the gift where It Is lacking, though 
l! can be developed where it already 
exists. It is a little dlfllcult to see 
why the extra allowance should be 
denied to the principal of a primary 
school, if be or sin- takes the receiving 
J class. The administrative ability 
which fits a teacher for the duties of 
principal Is quite apart from the tact 
I ami brightness which distinguish the 
good primary teachers. If both are 
combined in the same person it might 
be possible, one would think, to recog- 
nise the fact. The trustees have still 
before them the task of adjusting 
the salaries according to the settle they 
have adopted. This perhaps will be 
even more difficult than that which 
• hey have accomplished. 



TRIEDJECIPES 

Oyster Mayonnaise. 
An oyster mayonnaise Is a most 
successful dish. Allow six oysters 
for each person. Just scald them 
until they are plump and then quick- 
ly drop them into cold water. Take 
out at once, and let them drain. Take 
the required number of small salad 
plates and arrange on each some let- 
tuce heart, cut very finely, place on 
this the allotted number of oysters, 
and pour over a little good mayon- 
naise sauce. Sieve the yolks of two 
or three, hard boiled eggs, and chop 
the whites very small, and garnish 
with both. 

Diced Liver. 

One pound of calf's or lamb's liver, 
one-half pound of bacon; cover with 
water and simmer very gently for 
two hours, or until thoroughly tender 
Drain and cut In small cubes, return 
these to the lire and cook for ten 
minutes, seasoning with salt and pep- 
per and tossing frequently, that they 
may brown lightly and evenly. Serve 
on strips of hot buttered toast, mois- 
tened with the liquor in which the 
meat was cooked. Chill or Worces- 
tershire sauce should be offered witii 
this savory supper dish. 

New Peach Pudding. 

A peach and chocolate pudding is 
an English novelty that will appeal 
to those fund of the latter, and withal, 
it is Inexpensive, as canned or tinned 
peaches are used. Take one pint tin 
or peaches, add an ounce of butter, 
ami slew until soft; sweeten if lilted, 
and then heat them to a pulp. Boil 
lour ounces of chocolate in a pint of 
milk until It is smooth. Beat four 
eggs and add to the chocolate, and. 
after well mixing, place the peaches 
In a deep ph- dish, pour the chocolate 
over them and bake from ten to 
twelve minutes in a moderate oven. 

Baked Celery and Cheese 
Cut up ami stew the celery until 
transparent; arrange in a baking dish 
with layers of white sauce grated 
cheese, and seasoning, witii cheeso on 
top and bake. 

Chicken Soufflo 

Mince line a large cup of cooked 
chicken, add a small cup of white 
sauce, a teaspoonful of chopped pars- 
ley, salt and pepper, and tho beaten 
colics of three eggs; cook three min- 
utes, stirring well; cool, fold In the 
beaten white, and bake for half an 
hour or a little more in a good oven; 
serve at once, or bake fifteen min- 
utes la Individual dishes. 



Carefulness. 

"A man doesn't have to go to Paris to 
learn something about the economy of 
French cooks," said a janitor. "All he 
has to do Is to get a job like mine in 
a house ooccupled mostly by French 
families and he'll learn some astonish- 
ing lessons in the art of saving. Up 
to two months ago 1 worked In a 
building of that kind. So far as at- 
tending to the garbage was concerned, 
I had the easiest time of my life. 
There was practically no garbage. 
The people lived well enough, I guess; 
anyhow they received packages from 
the butcher and grocer, but they never 
seemed to throw anything away. 
About the only thing they didn't eat 
wtis coffee grounds and potato skins 
and tomato cans, and there was pre- 
cious little waste of even that. Where 
I am working now the families tire all 
American. That Is where the food 
goes to waste. The people In that 
house- throw away enough provisions 
every day to feed all those French 
families a week. — Selected. 



A successful blind masseuse was em- 
ployed at a well known hydrographic 
establishment In Matlock, England, a 
lew years ago. Recently there was a 
blind teacher at the Hampstead Gen- 
eral hospital for all massage cases. 
This blind teacher, then a resident of 
Hampstead. obtained his training 
through the interests of a woman 
guardian, and bis first cases were at 
the Hampstead Hospital. The blind 
man walking alone Into the hospital 
and up to the wards with unerring 
directness grew to be a familiar figure 
and his gentle, kindly personality made 
him a favorite with nurses and pati- 
ents alike. An English doctor says 
that as massage depends for its suc- 
cess almost entirely upon manipulation 
and the sense of touch it can be 
sbrongly recommended as an employ- 
ment for tho blind.

There 
Was nor a large attendance, most of 
the ' comparatively small assemblage 
grouped about W. C. Denny, the New 
York Judge, as he went from pen to 
pen completing the work of distribut- 
ing prizes, explaining as he went the 
points of superiority of one bird over 
another of the same class. In the 
evening he answered a number of 
questions and delivered a short lecture. 

That Victoria's exhibition was better, 
generally speaking, than those that 
have taken place throughout the 
northwest this year Is the opinion 
of Judge Denny. While he hands 
out this llattering bouquet, he makes 
some important qualifications. In 
many of the varieties he affirms that 
the fanciers do not know the stand- 
ard which they should strive to attain. 
This Is especially so in respect to tho 
"reds." For that reason tin- scoring 
has been low in many Instances. 

Judging Efficient. 

President Baylls declared yesterday 
that never in the history of the local 
association had the judging been more 
efficient. Mr. Denny had gone over 
every class most carefully and, al- 
though he had marked many birds 
low, that were thought to be well 
up to the model, the fanciers would 
not be dissatistii'd because-, in doing 
so, he had detailed his reasons. As a 
result the president expressed the be- 
lief that the outcome would be most 
beneficial. The breeders now would 
have something definite in view and 
Would guide themselves accordingly. 
, Mr. Denny, it was asserted by Pre- 
sident Baylls, was one of the. nine 
of tho highest qualified judges on the 
continent. lie had been among the 
few selected by the American As- 
sociation to outline the 1910 stand- 
ards to fanciers throughout the States 
and Canada.

Two liners were at the outer wharf 
yesterday, the R.M.S. Aorangi.

They wore to have been 
Shipped by the Prtncess Charlotte 
when the Princess Beatrice reached 
port and the herd was loaded In- 
stead on that steamer. The Princess 
Beatrice will relieve the Princess Char- 
lotte tomorrow and will sail north .on 
Monday night.

A meeting of many consuls and vice- 
consuls, representative of many na- 
tions was held at Tacoma on Thurs- 
day night to discuss the regulation of 
tile evils arising out of the sailors' 
boardlnghouse system at Unlter States 
ports. Ships sailing from Washington 
ports depend entirely upon the board- 
ing house men for crews, paying $35 
per head for every sailor furnished. It 
was the consensus of opinion that this 
price was excessive and that Washing' 
ton should pass a law regulating the 
amount hoarding house men shall 
charge, the same as lias been done in 
Oregon. A committee, the names of 
which are kept secret, was appointed 
to get all the data possible bearing 
upon the boardlnghouse evil and re- 
port to a meeting of the consuls to 
take place In Seattle soon. Further 
than tills no action was taken. The 
consuls desired it understood they did 
not take a stand against the boarding- 
houses, realizing they are a necessity 
under the present system of handling 
ships, but believe the methods are open 
to some criticism. 



FOR ESQUIMAU 

Toronto Newspaper's Sugges- 
tion for Neglected Protec- 
tion of B, C, Fisheries 



Tenders were received at Ottawa for 
the construction of the proposed fish- 
ery protection cruiser for these waters 
up to January 15, but no word has 
been received of the award of a ten- 
der. The matter has been dragging on 
for some years, and twice tenders 
have been called, ono shipbuilding 
firm refusing to tender on the latest 
occasion. Meanwhile the poaching on 
the Canadian fishing grounds contin- 
ues unabated with a helpless cruiser 
Ineffectually trying to stop the depre- 
dations. Speaking of the demand made 
by the Vancouver Board of Trade up- 
on Sir Wilfrid Laurler for some form 
of protection for the British Colum- 
bia fishing grounds the Mall and Em- 
pire of Toronto in an editorial says: 
"The demand is nothing new, but It 
now Is reaching the acute stage, and 
Instead before this of taking time by 
tlie forelock we have slumbered and 
still -slumber while our citizens on the 
coast are plundered In their Inter- 
national rights by foreigners. With 
daring impudence and laughing con- 
tempt the three-mile limit Is totally 
Ignored. 

"The foreigner practically says to us: 
'Well, what are you going to do about 
It." and the weak patrol on the Pa- 
cific we call protection .is there only 
to show its stern and run away to tell 
the tale of trespass. How long is this 
going to last'.' Is it not far better to 
expend money nnd protect our rights 
than to expend money in getting com- 
pensation? Apart from all else, the 
maintaining, of our rights commands 
the respect of other nations and pre- 
serves our own. But to look on and 
see our properties and our rights filch- 
ed from us as today is being done on 
the Pacific coast, and then to demand 
national compensation for encroach- 
ment, is to Invite national censure, 
first, for being too small to protect 
our own rights, or, secondly, for adopt- 
ing backdoor methods in obtaining 
compensation. The vigilance of the 
Canadian on the Atlantic has saved 
our name to some extent, but from all 
accounts the protection on the Pacific 
Invites a laugh all round. Canada 
must do something, and whilst about 
it we should combine protection with 
naval defence. If wo had a cruiser of 
the speedy class at Esqulmalt there 
would be no flaunting of foreign poach 
ers, and our rights and properties 
would be held intact for our own peo 
pie, There Is nothing "Infra dig" in 
putting a naval defence to this use. The 
ships of Great Britain continually drop 
anchor to warn off foreign thieves, and 
Canada" Will «ave money in preserving 
its properties by a. metamorphosis in 
which suitable defensive cruisers re 
place the present admittedly Inefficient 
vessels. We suggest the speedy class 
because it is well within our means. 
But we do not pretend to a sound 
knowledge of detail. That should be 
left to Rear-Admlral Kingsmlll, who 
comes to us with a reputation for hon 
or and efficiency which should exempt 
him from the carping Influence or par- 
tyism, and procure for him a practi- 
cally 'free hand' within our means. It 
Is well, however, to consider detail, 
because it is the omission to do so 
which blinds many to what Canada 
really wants, and what she really wants 
Is to be guaged by Kipling's words. 
'We defy not, but defend.' 

"If this motto |s our guide, then it 
will be seen that the enormous outlay 
for a Dreadnought or an Invincible is 
as unnecessary as buying a shire horse 
to draw a sulky, and all they who 
'hold back' because of this outlay 
have their fears Tor nothing. The 
Speedy class to which we refer is a 
first-class cruiser with a displacement 
of 910 tons; horse-power 4,703; length, 
230 feet, and beam 27; maximum 
draught.

The steamer Denis, which was an- 
nounced yesterday, the Boscowitz 
Steamship company, with commend- 
able enterprise, had llxed on tlmo 
charter to replace the destroyed Ven- 
ture, is well known .on the Pacific 
coast, having beon operated for some 
years between San Diego and Mexican 
ports. The steamer rondered assis- 
tance to the Victoria sealing schooner 
two years ago when that vessel was 
ashore on the lower California coast. 
The vessel is about the same size as 
the lost Venture and Hies the British 
Hag, although operated by the Lower 
California Development company of 
San Diego. The steamer Denis is a 
steel screw steamer of 61G tons, built 
in 1805 by J. L. Thompson and Sons, 
Ltd., of Sunderland and Is registered 
at Liverpool. She Is 161 feet long, 
six feet longer than the Venture, 25.5 
feet beam, being much narrower than 
the burned vessel, and 12.7 feet deep. 
The steamer was formerly the General 
Menn. 

Capt. Johnson, who was relieved by 
Capt. Gouldlng of the lost steamer 
on the Vndso, will leave tomorrow 
night for San Diego to bring tlie 
steamer Denis north to enter service 
within a couple of weeks under the 
house flag of the Boscowitz Steam- 
ship company. 



STRIPPING OF WRECK 

OF MOTOR LIFEBOAT 

Abandonment of tho Banfield Lifesav- 
ing Station Follows Destruction 
of the Vessel 



The wreck of the Banfield creek 
motor lifeboat lying on the Hudson's 
Bay wharf Is being stripped of Its fit- 
tings and it is considered doubtful 
whether any attempt will be made to 
repair tho badly broken lifeboat. Since 
the arrival of the wreck it has creat- 
ed a considerable amount of interest, 
nnd the comments that have beon 
passed by those who have gone to view 
the remnant of the boat for which 
New Jersey boatbulldcrs were paid 
$15,000, are as varied as they are In- 
teresting. The majority are indign- 
ant; some arc humorous, seeing farce 
in the tragedy of the lifeboat. One 
person wrote with chalk In large fig- 
ures on the little piece of bow that 
alone remains of the starboard side, 
$15,000. Somo of the boatbulldcrs who 
have viewed the wreck, while admit- 
ting a thoroughness of construction, 
are most positive that there are large 
numbers of boatbulldcrs within the 
confines of the Dominion of Canada 
who could build as good a lifeboat at. 
less cost. One man who has built 
lifeboats for the British coastguard 
service and naval pinnaces said that 
if he was asked to duplicate the wreck- 
ed boat at a cost of $15,000 he would 
make as much profit as some of those 
whom Judge Cassels investigated. 

Meanwhile the llfesavlng crew has 
been discharged. A lone caretaker 
will take charge of tho station which 
has beon abandoned. Sic transit gloria 
I

To all parts of tho city at current 
rates. Wo never close. 
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committee to make up Its mind what 
it rw'ants and go ahead. If the work 
Is to be done piecemeal then tho en- 
gineer cannot figure on any proper 
outlay. 

Alderman Henderson believed that 
if the city Is to spend over $00,000 
three times as much as was spent on 
Btreet maintenance last year, the tax 
rate will have to be raised at least 
two mills. This might as well bo rec- 
ognized at once. And In addition It 
will probably mean two mills more to 
provide funds for paving the cause- 
way and those streets around the 
Empress Hotel where the city will 
have to bear tho wholo cost. 

Alderman Humbor exclaimed that to 
spend one dollar on the streets, if 
they are to be kept as last year, would 
simply be throwing the money away. 

"Not at all' answered Mayor Hall 
with heat, "you don't know what you 
are talking about." 

"I know how to build rcVads even if 
I can't pull a tooth" was Alderman 
number's rejoinder. 

Alderman Raymond stated that there 
could be no doubt but that the money 
must be raised. A great Improvement 
can be made In the system of making 
the assessment. He had been told 'and 
personally knew, cases where the as- 
sessment Is nuito fair but agnln in 
many caes it Is too low. What is 
wanted Is an equalization in the ns- 
Bosment and the city's revenues would 
be materially Increased. 

Equalize Assessment. 
Aldermen Stewart, Turner, McKoown 
and tlie others believed that the as- 
smcnta should be equalized, at the 
sumo time testifying to tlie efficiency 
of City Assessor Northcott who, they 
all admitted was given altogether too 
much work to do. 

Alderman Stewart asked if it were 
not tho intention to appoint two extra 
assessors to assist Mr. Northcott, who 
Is, be believed, the fairest asseesor the 
city could have but who is simply 
swamped with work. Alderman Stew- 
art admitted that he had voted more 
than once for an Increase In the rates 
and he believed that It should bo done 
again. It would be better In tho end 
to ralso the rate for street purposes, 
than oven to adopt tho local Improve- 
ment plan. 

Alderman Fullerton stated that last 
year they bad expected an Increase 
of $3,000,000 in assessable values but 
Mr. Northcott objected and tho in- 
crease was only about $2,000,000. He 
doubted very much it any extra as- 
sessment this year will produce the 
necessary amount of revenue If the 
city Is going to meet all demands 
upon It. Only ono thing can be done 
raise the rates. 

Alderman McKcown explained that 
tho city assessor had informed him 
that In past years when ho had raised 
the 'assessment to the point which ho 
considered equitable, the council sit- 
ting as a court of revision, had cut 
Assessment Inequality. 
Alderman Turner pointed out that 
the objections made were always 
against high assessments, never 
against tho low ono. He cited ono 
piece of property which sold two years 



ago for $30,000 which today la assessed 
at 57,500, and another case where tho 
property Is assessed at $7,500, though 
it recently sold for $2,000. There aro 
many pieces of property which aro 
not assessed at their proper value. 
The ratepayers are not satisfied to go 
ahead and take what is left of the 
funds for Btreet purposes, after every- 
thing else had been met. They don't 
care what It costs so long as they get 
value for their money. But to try to 
do work by an expenditure of $20,000 
which requires $00,000, would bo tho 
height of folly. The council has to 
spend the money. 

Alderman Stewart declared that tho 
engineer should have what he wants 
and if that is not enough then give him 
somo more and the balance of the com- 
mittee agreed that even the engineer's 
request would bo found insufficient. 

Mayor Hall pointed out that mnln- 
tainanco work and new streets called 
for an expenditure last year of about 
$40,000, so that this year the city will 
be giving but $25,000 more, an addition 
of one mill on the present assessment. 

Mayor Hall and Alderman Hender- 
son here went into the charges which 
had been made that money had been 
wusted upon the streets. They claimed 
that with the laying of the water pipes 
and other work it was an utter Impos- 
sibility to keep the streets in tho 
proper condition. Hitherto the money 
for street work was not granted until 
after the end of March, when tho esti- 
mates were struck and then tlie street 
work could not be done to the best 
advantage as it was too late In the 
year. 

Engineor has Full Charge. 

"Give the engineer full charge with 
money enough and hold him respon- 
sible," was Mayor Hall's advice, and 
the other members of the committee 
agreed. He hoped to see Douglas 
street paved and also Wharf street, 
und when Alderman Stewart asked 
what about Store ' street, Alderman 
Henderson stated that the owners had 
been allowed to determine what kind 
of pavement they desired and as yet 
have not ugreed. The council, be de- 
clared, should have gone ahead and 
prepared the bylaw and decided on the 
class of pavement and the work could 
have been done at once. Finally It 
was unanimously decided that the city 
engineer should have the money ho 
asked for. 

Alderman Turner here expressed him- 
self In favor of some different system 
of carrying on the pu'jllc works, 
present there is one superintendent over 
all the public works and he had too 
much to attend to. What is needed is 
a superintendent of street work, one of 
sidewalk work, one In charge of sewer 
construction, all to report direct to tho 
engineer. More efficient work will thus 
be secured and the city engineer will lie 
relieved of a great mass of detail which 
at present seriously hampers him. 

City Engineer Topp pointed out that 
now that his department has been given 
more money for street work gangs 
should bo placed In different sections 
and ono man could Superintend the 
maintenance work. 

Alderman Stewart stated that now 
there is one man In charge of the sew- 
ers, Mr. Clark, and there is one In 
charge of Sidewalks, Mr. Warwick. He 
doubted if the former employe could 
look after sewer work nnd also take 
charge of surface drainage work. But 
whatever system Is adopted the men at 
tho head of the departments should not 
lie overcrowded and should bo made di- 
rectly responsible to the city engineer. 
Too Much to Do 
Mayor Hall believed that Superin- 
tendent Warwick has too much to do 
and no one man could parry out all his 
work. The city engineer should be 
placed in charge and he can place the 
best man in charge of the various de- 
partments. 

Alderman Henderson and Fullerton 
stated that to adopt this scheme would 
bo going back to the system of two 
years ago when it had not been found 
satisfactory. It would mean that the 
different departments would clash. To 
appoint general foremen would be to 
put It all under Mr. Topp, who simply 
could not do t n work. It would bo 
too much for any ono man. He would 
have to have assistance to look after 
the various foremen. At present he has 
such an assistant in the person of Su- 
perintendent Warwick. 

Mayor Hall believed that Alderman 
Turner's Idea was to have tho engineer 
give Instructions to the various head 
foremen and they In turn attend to 
the under-foromen. The bead foremen 
and the engineer could confer every 
morning. Tho city engineer under tho 
present system Is kept too much In the 
office. There should be a short time 
each day in which he could "je seen by 
the public but the rest of the time he 
should huve for his work. 

Alderman Fullerton stated that last 
year, acting on the city engineer's sug- 
gestion, Mr. Warwick bad been made su- 
perintendent but lie should not have 
been responsible for supplies. There 
should be a store-keoper. 

Tho city engineer believed that the 
method to adopt would be one whereby 
each department will have a head and a 
maintenance, superintendent could follow 
up tln> work. This is the system in 
Ottawa and Vancouver and elsewhere, 
As far as possible in cement work each 
gang should finish up Us own work, 
That places the responsibility. 

After some further discussion It wns 
decided that the city engineer will be 
given more time and less clerical work 
and will be asked to bring In a report 
on whnt will be the host system to be 
ndoptcd In carrying out "the public 
works. 

A hirge number of small matters re- 
lating to sowers, streets and sidewalks 
were passed upon and will bo reported 
to the council on Monday night. 



Streets Committee Refuses 
Accede to Demands of 
Wm, Oliphant 



to 



The claim for damages aggregat- 
ing $1,000 which William Oliphant 
called upon tlie city m pay will not 
bo settled In that gentleman's favor 
unless he can secure a favorable judg- 
ment In tlie courts. In fact tlie city 
will emphatically turn down Mr. 
Oliphant's demand. A month ago Mr. 
Oliphant wrote the city council claim- 
ing that by reason of damage done 
through the overflowing of the sewer 
and the backing up of the water his 
cellar was Hooded, the land covered 
by sewage. Mr. Oliphant asked the 
council to produce the money or 
threatened legal action. 

At last night's meeting of the 
streets, bridges and sewers committee 
a report from the city engineer und 
building inspector relative to the 
damages alleged to have boon done 
was presented and then to make mat- 
ters more certain a special committee 
consisting of Aldermen Btewart, 
Bishop and Raymond was appointed 
to look Into the matter, 

This committee reported to the 
streets committee last night and most 
emphatically denied Mr. Oliphant's 
claim. 'The committee found that no 
sewage had entered the basement of 
the house. There had been water 
there, but It had disappeared and as 
there Is no' drain to the sewer it must

ed Information that a very concen- 
trated form of nicotine, commercially 
known as black leaf, was manufactur- 
ed In Kentucky, and was being used 
quite extensively by American fruit- 
growers. As soon as I discovered the 
value of nicotine as a remedy against 
the hop beetle, I wired for a shipment 
of the black leaf, but owing to tho 
great distance and various delays, it 
did not reach me till 1 was called 
away from Agasslz to another section 
of the province on extremely urgent 
business. I am satisfied, however, 
that we shall have In black leaf ;i 
most valuable remedy against various 
forms of Insect attack. 

Une gallon of the Black Lear is suf- 
ficient to make sixty gallons of spray- 
ing mixture, costing not over $1.25 for 
that quantity. 

I purpose during the coming season 
to conduct experiments witli the Black 
Leaf, and if it proves to be all that 
1 expect, arrangements 'will be made 
with the manufacturers fur 11 supply. 
Unfortunately It is sold only In car- 
load lots, and through duly accredited 
agents, but this will not prevent its 
being imported into his Province, and 
becoming available for fruit growers. 

From tlie best information at hand. 
I believe it will be a most successful 
remedy against tho Oyster Shell Scale 
if used when the young are being 
hatched out. This I hope to demon- 
strate during* the coming season. 

Another ■spraying report by W. II. 
Lynn, assistant provincial Inspector of 
fruit pests, was read, which also re- 
ferred to the black leaf nicotine as a 
valuable material for use In the era- 
dication of different fruit destroying 
Insects. 

"Koine Loaf IOating Insects" was the 
subject of an address by T. Wilson, 
it described interestingly the princi- 
pal forms of insect life that have been 
troubling the fruit growers of this 
province for years. 

From Orchard to Market. 

L. M. Hagar wrote a lengthy but in- 
structive paper on tho best methods on 
tho handling and marketing of the 
fruit and produce of British Columbia.

ferent headings an follows: Tlie grow- 
er's part, local associations, market- 
ing mediums, and distributors. lie 
dwelt on tho Importance of one man 
undertaking and doing thoroughly one 
part of the business. An individual 
could not attend to tho growing and 
to the marketing as well and do both 
satisfactorily. As for the' grower's 
part It w'as to ask for protection all 
together and to get It. In this connec- 
tion he said in part: 

.My line of suggestion in this regard 
would be as follows: -The establish- 
ment of an association of tlie growers 
of a district. An association as a 
business concern elect a board of 
directors, from which body its olllc- 
cers are chosen, a president, or I 
would suggest calling the office chair- 
man, a secretary-treasurer. Such an 
organization can in- incorporated 
under the Farmers' Institute Act and 
serve well for the purpose at small 
cost. Tile directors to meet and 
frame a set of by-laws, rules and re- 
gulations adaptable t.. t!...- require- 
ments of the association, such an 
election of officers, their duties, call- 
ing of meetings, etc.. and have such 
well framed by a competent soli- 
citor. 

The board employs a manager who 
must thoroughly understand the 
business of fruit packing and hand- 
ling. 

Suitable applances are provided 
from stock subscribed for building 
and necessary machinery and packing 
supplies for the season commencing. 

Each member Is a shareholder on 
the same basis of stock subscription, 
ono share non-dividend bearing, is 
entitled to vote and express his opin- 
ions and eligible to become a member 
of the board of directors If elected by 
open ballot. 

The association is a partnership 
affair, growers assembled together 
with and objective, even distribution 
ami a fair return for ids production. 

The fruit of the Individual grower 
; brought to the packing house pro- 
ided, ho obtains 11 receipt for the le- 
very and return to his orchard. 

The berry crop is to be packed and 
handled by the grower, brought for 
inspection to the warehouse and ship- 
ped by manifest so that the Individual 
merits of each grower's portion of the 
shipment is returned. 

Tile orchard fruit Is brought in or- 
chard boxes as picked to the ware- 
house for [lacking and handling and 

ic shipment goes out as from tlie 

isoclatlon. 

Tlie fruit is packed and graded 
under the supervision of the associa- 
tion, tlie grower receives the nott re- 
turns of tlie season on so much bulk 
me kind, grade and variety of 
fruit. 

Payment should lie made to tlie 
grower of a certain shipment as re- 
ceived and when received and not less 
than 75 per cent of these net returns. 

The fudamenlal principles on which 
the success of a local association is 
based are as follows: 

A. Tin- care of the grower la produc- 
tion. 

B. The membership of all growers in 
the district. 

C. The contract from each grower for 
tlie whole of his production. 

D. Tlie establishment of 11 certain 
standard of puck from that certain dis- 
trict. 

Marketing Medium 

In British Columbia there are Die fol- 
lowing separate fruit areas: Victoria 
and three adjoining districts, Hammond, 
.Mission and' Ilutzlc, Chllliwack, Kam- 
loops, Salmon Arm, Endcrby, Arm- 
strong, Vernon, ICelowna, 'Pcntlcton, 
Peachland. Sununurhind, Kootenay dis- 
trict and brand Forks. Nineteen in all. 

Nineteen co-operative associations and 
there are areas which will soon war- 
rant such an organization. Five years 
from now there will he at least twenty- 
five such organizations all and each 
looking for a market. 

To market fruit evenly and avoid 
competition one must learn dally in the 
season just how each market holds. We 
have our natural market, the prairies, 
With several largo distributing centres, 
Calgary, Edmonton, Hogina, Moose Jaw. 
Saskatoon, Brandon, Winnipeg, and 
Letborldge, Pernio and Vancouver, Ten 
centres in all. 

We have nineteen associations ascer- 
taining dally how ten markets are, 1110 
Inquiries and liio replies — 380 messages 
— which should be by wire, such mes- 
sages would approximately cost DO cents 
eacli and during tlie rush season, say 
00 days, we have HI. 200 messages and 
replies costing $17,100. You may bo

amused at this estimate but it can very 
possibly be a fact. Imagine the cost 
if there were no associations and the 
growers telegraphed Individually. 

Then we have nineteen associations 
canvassing ten markets, nineteen rep- 
resentatives at least. Each shipment 
should be delivered by a representative 
of an organization to the purchasers, 
check out the car and effect a settle- 
ment on the contents. Just figure tlie 
expense and competition. One of tlie 
nineteen sells their shipment a little 
below the market value, a lever is used 
of tills by the purchasers on the next 
association offering, what then . 

Let these nineteen associations send 
a representative to a meeting arranged 
at some certain place, and let all these 
organizations from an incorporated 
company well capitalized, to obtain for 
the nineteen a daily advice of the mar- 
ket conditions, employ an agent at each 
centre, solicit orders for all, sell and 
collect for all. 

Vote of Thanks 

Hearty votes of thanks were tendered 
each of those who had contributed. In 
responding Mr. Cunningham said that, 
while his duties sometimes made it 
necessary that he should appear hard 
011 tlie fruit-grower, he was not so ac- 
tuated. As a matter of fact he wanted 
to encourage tlie Industry in every way 
In his power. He thought there was 
much room for advancement. The fact 
that upwards of one hundred and fifty 
carloads of apples' were imported from 
the American side during the past year 
Mr. Cunningham did not think credit- 
able. Tlie province should be able to 
supply Its own market. Personally he 
wua working with that end In view. 
(Applause.) 

It. Palmer, In explanation, stated 
that the express shipments from Brit- 
ish Columbia during ll>l)8 had 'ittn 1,750 
tons greater than in the previous year. 
He thought that that was a fair indi- 
cation 'of progress. 

Crows a Mcnaco 
W. N. Shaw, of tho. Islands, asked 
permission to draw attention to a pest 
that, In his opinion, was more serious 
even than tlie various forms of insects 
over which there had been so much dis- 
cussion. He referred to the crow. 
(Laughter.) He claimed that on the 
coast, in many Instances, over 60 per 
cent of the crops was spoiled through 
the depredations of that bird. Attempts 
of various kinds had been made by lllm 
to annihilate or scare them away but 
always without avail. A gun was ef- 
fective If the hunter could get close 
enough but generally Mr. Crow wasn't 
Inclined to stand for any familiarities. 
He had spread poisoned wheat about In- 
vitingly and also had placed other ap- 
petizing morsels round about tainted 
with that which would destroy life. Put 
Mr. Crow's Instinct had picked out that 
which was poisoned with unerring In- 
stinct. In short. Mr. Shaw said, lie was 
at his wit's end. As a last resort ho 
had approached the provincial represent- 
ative of the Islands' district who hail 
promised that, if the proposal received 
the ondorsallon of the British Columbia 
Fruit Growers' Association, lie would 
introduce a 1)111 to the house placing a 
small bounty 011 tlie crow la those dis- 
tricts where It did most damage. In 
view of tho seriousness of the situation 
lie thought the association would be 
justified in endorsing tlie proposal. He, 
therefore moved "that Hie British Co- 
lumbia Fruit Growers' Association 
recommend that a bounty be given for 
tho destruction of crows as they are 
detrimental to the fruit growers; this 
to apply to tho districts affected." 
Bounty Recommended 

The chairman thought it was a wise 
move. Blue Jays, he said, ulso must 
be Included no he had seen no less than 
two hundred boxes of apples destroyed 
'oy them hist season. 

After considerable discussion, In tho 
course of which the majority of the 
delegates from coast districts took oc- 
catlon to endorse Mr. Shaw's state- 
ments, the resolution curried unani- 
mously. 

On motion of W. .1. Brandrlth, sec- 
onded by T. Cunningham, the Victoria 
Hoard of Trade was extended a cordial 
vote of thanks for tho use of their 
rooms. 

It was decided on motion that tho 
next quarterly meeting of the associa- 
tion would take place at Chllliwack. 

And tlie meeting adjourned.

two or three hundred votes. Had Mr. 
Oliver been there a week, he would 
have, lost his deposit. 

Passing to tlie Prince Rupert ques- 
tion, Mr. Bowser reviewed the work 
of tho government in that part of tho 
province, defending the results of the 
agreement from the point of view of 
the province. He. noted that the con- 
tract for the streets of Prince Rupert 
had been awarded to the lowest tend- 
erer according to the policy of tho 
government, and the tenderer In this 
case happened to be Mr. Forster, who 
was tlie Liberal candidate against 
the Premier In Dowdney In 1003. 
Would such .a- state of affairs be pos- 
sible at Ottawa? 

In this connection Mr. Bowser read 
front the report of Judge Cassels on 
the marine and fisheries investigation. 
Tho report stated that evidently the 
motto of the department had been 
''To tho victor belong the spoils." 
This was sacrilege on tile part of a 
Liberal Judge, and tlie Attorney- 
Ceneral foresaw that tills was the

' prises. He read a letter from a British 
diver to tlie i ■fleet that British Colum- 
bia appl.-s arrived to the consumer in 
' I treat Britain In better shape than the 
California fruit, and predicted that In 
a short lime fruit would be exported 
[ from British Columbia by the shipload. 
Referring to the proposition that tho 
Canadian Northern had made to the gov- 
ernment he said that It hud been a 
j great mistake to refuse that road on 
i the former occasion when It had made 
ii proposition to tlie government of Brit- 
ish Columbia. The country had lost 
! other golden opportunities as well. Had 
[ the people ot Victoria entertained the 
proposition made them jy Mr. Klthet 
of tho British Pacific the province 
would have been reaping hundreds of 
thousands of dollars today as a result. 
The scheme would have cost only $200.- 
0011 at that. He had been sent down 
from Vernon to oppose it, but today he 
saw his mistake. Had the Canadian 
Northern project been entertained years 
ago the province would today be glean- 
ing a million dollars a year as a result. 

Here Mr. Ellison made his plea to 
have Victoria made the terminus of the 
road In British Columbia. He said, in 
connection with Vancouver Island, that 
tho province should not be afraid to go 
ahead and borrow money to open up the 
country. The people In Okanagan had 
merely existed for twenty years because 
of the policy of the government. It 
would he the same In the northern coun- 
try. The government should borrow ten 
million dollars to open up the province. 

"Let the Dominion government come 
to the rescue." concluded Air. Ellison. 
"Let them dispose of the Songhees Re- 
servo question and open up that land 
as the terminus for the " rail Ways. If 
the government cannot entertain the 
present proposition of tlie Canadian 
Northern, make the company su'imit an- 
other one. I trust that tlie government 



wfll not lose tills golden opportunity, 
but will assist tlie Canadian Northern 
and the other railways that are pro- 
jected in British Columbia." ' 



Political Notes. 

A deputation headed by Reeve 
Byrne, of Burnaby, asked the govern- 
ment yesterday for aid In developing 
Central Park as a general recreation 
ground. Central park, which belongs 
to the province, is situated on tho 
boundaries of Soutli Vancouver and 
Burnaby. The matter was taken un- 
der advisement. 

Duncan Ross, the defeated Liberal 
candidate for Yale-Cariboo, was in tlie 
House yesterday, when ho was being 
llayed by the attorney-general, though 
the latter gentleman did not know it 
until lie had sat down. It is a re- 
markable fact that notwithstanding 
the bitter controversy which has raged 
between tlie two, Mr. Bowser did not 
even know Mr. Ross by sight until he 
was pointed out the evening before at 
the hotel at which they are both 
stopping. 

On tlie recommendation of the pri- 
vate bills committee the House yes- 
terday extended the time for receiving 
private bills until February 3.. 

It was expected by all hands that 
the debate on the address In the reply 
to the speech from tlie throne would 
have concluded yesterday afternoon 
when Mr. Bowser sat down. Other 
speakers, however, rose and the debate 
seems likely to take up the Monday 
sitting. 

The act amending the Victoria Wa- 
ter Works act passed through the pre- 
liminary stage In the private bills 
committee yesterday and was reported 
to the house for consideration. Tho 
following petitions for bills were also 
reported: The Amalgamation of the 
Coldstream Estate Co., Ltd.; the con- 
solidation of tlie John Hopp Mining 
leases; the Goat River Water. Light 
and Power Co., and the. Prince Rupert 
and Port Simpson Railway company. 

The petition In respect to the Shu- 
swap and Thompson River Boom com- 
pany promises to have a rather stormy 
time of it.
